SOME INTERESTING BILLS 


ZIGHT TURNED ON TO CERTAIN 
ALBANY LEGISLATION. 

HE STREET RAILROAD BILL PLACED UNDER 

‘~ock AND KEY—BROOKLYN BRIDGE 

TOLLS—IMPORTANT BILLS TO BE SIGNED. 

Atpvany, May 8.—There has been a great 
deal of interest manifested in the General 
Street Railroad bill, now before the Governor. 
It is a fact that money was used to secure, and 
also to prevent, its passage. So many appli- 
cations have been made at the Executive 
Chamber for permission to glance at the 
atuendments which Mr. Keyes inserted in the 
Assembly, and so strong a desire was mani- 
fested to abstract some of these amendments 
‘while they were in the hands of the Assembly 
engrossing cierks, that the bili has been placed 
~ under lock and’ key pending its examination 
‘by the Governor. The Governor will give a 
hearing to all parties interested in it at 10 
o'clock next Tuesday morning. 

The statement that hgs been published broad- 
east that the bill prohibiting the charging of 
tolls upon foot passengers across the East River 
bridge was misiaid or stolen on the last day of 
the session is without foundation in fact. The 
bill is in the safe of Mr. John W. Vrooman, 
Clerk of the Senate. The bill has a curious 
history and one refiecting on the conscientious- 
ness of some members of the Legisiature. In- 
troduced in the Assembly by Col. Murphy, it 


passed that house on the 26th of April. It was 
reviewed in the Senate on the 50th of April, 
and was referred to the Cities’ Committee, of 
which Senator Grady was Chairman. 

it was not heard of again until Friday after- 
noon, when Senator Kiernan began to make 
loud inquiries for its whereabouts. He was 
informed by Clerk Vrooman that it was still 
in ion of the Cities Committee. About 
20 minutes before the Governor lanched his 
bombshell into the Senate Senator Grady re- 
ported the bill to the Senate, and it took the 
usual course of receiving a place on the calen- 
dar of the Committee of the Whole. It was 

notordered to a third reading, and if it had 
’ been it could never have passed the Legisla- 
ture, for, having been amended by the Cities 

ittee, it would necessarily have gone 
back to the Assembly for concurrence. 
that House was so busily engaged in bills of 
its own then in hand that it would have been 
impossible, without jumping it ahead of 
others, to pass it. The amendment made by 
Senator Grady’s committee shows that it was 
intended to kill the bill before it ever got out 
of the Senate. The very essence of 
the bill «was stricken out by this 
committee, and in this emasculative 
shape the committee had boldly returned it 
to the Senate. Ths bill comprised one short 
section. The committee’s amendment consist- 
ed in striking out the very point which the 
bill was framed to accomplish. The section 
was as follows, the words in italics being the 
ones stricken out by Senator Grady’s com- 
mittee: 

“The bridge in the course of construction over 
the East River between the cities of New-York 
and Brooklyn shall. when completed, be a public 
highway for the purpose of rendering the travel 
between the cities of New-York and Brooklyn 
eertain and safe at all times. subject, nevertheless. 
to such tolls and prudential and police regulations 
ms the Trustees thereof shail from time to time 
establish and prescribe, except that no tolls or 
sharges shali be imposed upon or collected from foot 
passengers passing over said bridge.” 

That there was duplicity exhibited some- 
where is very evident after this showing. 

The Holmes bill assessing telegraph, tele- 
phone, and electric light companies, which 
was stolen from the Assembly Chamber on the 
last day, but for which a substitute was pro- 
curred and passed, is one of the most impor- 
tant now in possession of the v- 
ernor. It provides that the portion 
of any telegraph, telephone, or electric 
light line in any town or ward in this 
State ‘‘ shall be assessod in such town or ward 
to the owner or person or corporation or asso- 
ciation in control thereof, in the manner pro- 
vided by law for the assessment of lands éf 
resident owners, and the same proceedings 
may be had upon such assessment and for the 
collection of any tax levied thereon.” The 
word “lines’ is specified by the second 
section to include ‘‘the interest in the land on 
which the poles stand, the right or license to 
erect such poles on land, all poles, arms, insu- 
lators, wires, and apparatus, instruments or 
other things connected with or used asa 
pert of such line in such town or ward, 
and belonging either to the owner of 
such line, or the person, corporation, 
or association in control thereof.” In enforc- 
ing the collection of any tax levied upon such 
assessments the instruments, machinery, and 
batteries connected with such line may be in- 
cluded among the articles subject to levy and 
sale. If there is not sufficient personal prop- 
erty, together with the instruments and bat- 
teries, to pay such tax and the Coliector’s per- 
centage, the County Treasurer (Receiver of 
Taxes in New-York) shall sell such 
part of the line as is in the town or 
ward in the manner now provided by law 
for the sale of land on execution. The pur- 
chaser shall become the absoiute owner of the 
same. The Clerk of the Supervisors is re- 
guired to prepare a statement annually for 
presentation to the County Treasurer, (Re- 
ceiver of Taxes in New-York,) showing the 
title of all telegraph, telephone, and electric 
light companies as appeared in the last county 
assessment roll, the valuation of the property, 
real and personal, and the amount of tax as- 
sessed or levied on such valuation in each town 
or ward in the county. 

Among the bills in the Governor’s hands are 
the following, which have already attracted 
considerable attention: 

The Grady bill, authorizing the construction 
of an iron bridge across the Fourth-avenue 
railroad tracks at Ninety-eighth-street, one- 
half the cost to be borne by the City and the 
other by the New-York and Harlem Railroad 
Company. 

The M. C. Murphy bill amending the Penal 
Code so that the Keeper of the City Prison is 

uired to furnish a separate cell for each 
prisoner committed to his custody. Its object 
is to throw a large surplus of prisoners out of 
the City prisons, who will then be provided 
for by Irving Hail’s Sheriff in Ludlow-Street 

Jail,as required by thesecond and thirdsections. 
The Sheriff may, however, crowd a dozen men 
into one of his cells, for the act does not apply 
the single-cell idea to Ludiow-Street Jail. In 
this is contained the meat of the bill, which is 

nothing more uor less than ascheme to in- 

erease the Sheriff's fees. 

The bill authorizing the construction of four 
new public baths, to be located along the 
water-front, as the Commissioner of Public 
Works may designate. 

The Miller bill, anthorizing the Controller to 
audit and pay the claims of Warren 8. Sill- 
cocks, Joshua S. Cooley, and Thomas Kirk- 
patrick against the City for merchandise fur- 
nished the Aldermen and Assistant Aldermen 
prior to 1872. 

The Roche’ bill, setting apart Pier No. 37, 
#ast River, exclutively for the use of canal- 
boats and other vessels engaged in the trans- 
portation of coal, lumber, and iron. 

The Kiernan bill taxing annually banks and 
moneyed capital engazed in the business of 
banking, receiving deposits or otherwise, one- 
half of 1 per cent. upon the average of all 
sums of money received on deposit. Banking 
eoncerns whose capital stock is taxed in the 
Btate where they were organized are ex- 
empted, ; 

The House bill autt:crizing the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund to lease to the West 
West Washington Market Company, for mar- 
ket purposes, any unoccupied lands belonging 
tothe City. Under the provisions of this meas- 
ure, if it becomes law, it is proposed to occupy 
lands near the Gansevoort property. 5 

Burra.o, May 8.--Gov. Cleveland left for 
Albany at 9o’clock this evening.

Fabre, has been 


organized here to visit Notre Dame De Lourdes in 
France. it will Jeave here eariy in July, 


MR. KEIM STILL IN SUSPENSE. 


A REPORT THAT CHARLES LYMAN WILL BE 
APPOINTED IN HIS PLACE. 

Wasnincton, May 8—And still Mr. 
Keim has not. received his appointment. In 
these dull days at the capital the fate of Mr. 
Keim excites more interest than any other 
topic. It can hardly be said that there would 
be great disappointment if the Civil Service 
Commission should, to-morrow, as it is report- 
ed they will, withdraw Mr. Keim’s name, pre- 
paratory to the submission to the President of 
the name of another candidate for Chief Ex- 
aminer. The new candidate is said to be Mr. 
Charles Liyman. Mr. Lyman is not a 


stranger to civil service reform. He _ be- 
came familiar with the subject and actual 
work in the reform under Grant, serving as 
Examiner, and is spoken of as bearing the 
same relation to the civil service in Washing- 
ton that Col. Burt has borne to it in New- 
York. His name has been suggested for the 
lace of Chief Examiner several times, but it 
s said that he has made no effort to secure it, 
and has absolutely neglected to obtain those 
political recommendations with which Mr. 
Keim was so abundantly supplied and which 
appear to have had so much to do with his 
success in sscuring a nomination. A Treas- 
ury Department officer to-day directea 
attention to the fact that Mr. Keim was in 
September, 1867, appointed a clerk in the 
Third Auditor’s office in the Treasury. On 
Oct. 8 following be was detailed for duty in 
the Bureau of Statistics, It is said that he 
was there given charge of certain books which 
he was unabie to keep, and that he was socn 
marked inefficient and dropped from the ser- 
vice. 


THE LOCKPORT LIQUOR CONFLICT.

EXCISE COMMISSIONERS REFUSE TO GRANT 
SALOON LICENSES, 

Lockport, May 8.—A meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of Excise of this eity was held 
to-day, and, it having positively stated that no 
saloon licenses would be granted, no applications 
of that kind were received. Applications were re- 
ceived for 47 hotel licenses, and 7 druggist’s and 
store-keeper's licenses were received. Without 
taking any action the board adjourned to the 10th 
inst., when it is expeeted that the question will 
be determined as‘to how many “hotels’’ there 


are in Lockport. Not one-fourth of the 
47 applicants desiring to be licensed as 
hotel-keepers are in fact keepers of 
hotels, and except forthe purpose of obtaining 
license to sell liquor, three-fourths of the appli- 
eants would not elaim to be such. The adjourn- 
ment of the board is ostensibly for the purpose 
of allowing the Commissioners time and —— 
er 4 to examine as to the accommodations 
of the applicants to keep hotels, but it is 
claimed by some who have heard expressions 
of individual opinions by the Commissioners 
that no licenses whatever will be granted, 
The situation is a strange one, the more so 
as all the saloons in town are selling on 
sufferance, their licenses having expired a week 
ago. Unusual efforts are being made by the prohi- 
bition people to brace up their representatives on 
the board, constituting a majority of it, to refuse 
any license. A temperance meeting was held at 
the largest church in town Sunday evening for this 
purpose, at whieb one of the clergymen was so in- 
discreet as to call out the names of prominent &a- 
loon-keepers, likening them to the savages of the 
West. It wonld appear that the confilct in Lock- 
port over the liquor question has hardiy yet begun. 
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A SHOCKING STORY OF SQUALOR. 


A YOUNG GIRL KEPT WILD AND UNEDUCAT- 
ED IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—A shocking story 
of ignorance, squalor, and depravity is toldin a 
special dispatch to the 7imes from Womelsdorf, 
Penn. Ontheuorthern slope of South Mountain, 
in Mill Creek Township, Lebenon County, lives a 
family among whom isa girl resembling a wild 
woman, and who is kept mere like a beast than a 
human being. The family consists of three per- 
sons, the father, a son, and the girl in question. 
They occupy an old log hut. The girl’s mother died 


when she wasachild. Her mind has always been 
weak, and she was neglected entirely in every way. 
She bas not been inside a school-room in all her 
life. She cannot read or write. When she sees a 
person approaching her she disappears in the 
bushes and rocks on the mountain. In the Spring 
her father compels her to go out on the hill with a 
flock of turkeys, which she has so trained that 
they follow her through the thickets and woods 
from morning until night. Kind neighbors have 


several times attempted to catch the girl when 


she was out with the turkeys and care for her, 
but all to no purpose. She runs at the 
sight of a person and disappears with the fowls at 
her heels. Wheat bread, the neighbors say, is un- 
known to the creature; that her principal diet is 
corn dodgers and a sort of paste made of dried rye 
flour. Her dress consists of old rags which are 
tied about her body. Weadwear and shoes are un- 
known to her in her rambles through woods and 
mountains. She has loog auburn hair, which she 
wears hanging down over hor shoulders. There is 
but one bed in the house. Stories of a most out- 
rageous character have been circulated about the 
family. ‘It is stated by good authority that a num- 
ber of citizens will call the attention of the proper 
officials to the case and have the matter remedied. 
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GEORGIA’S NEW GOVERNOR. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 8.—The Legislature 
will assemble in the Capitol to-morrow to inaugu- 
rate Governor-clect McDaniel. It is expected that 
that body will complete its work and adjourn by 
Thursday at the furthest. This will bea cost to 
the State of $50,000. It will be remembered that 
in the recent convention Senator Brown did not 
come to Boynton’s relief until too late to save him, 
and when he saw the tide receding he threw him- 
self for Bacon in order to beat MoDaniel, but by 


clever work tke latter was rushed through. No 
attempt has been made to heal the breach, 
and the deadliest enmity exists between the 
new Governgr and Georzia’s Don Cameron. The 
inauguration of the new Governor brings this 
quarrel to a crisis over the question of a peniten- 
tiary keeper. Brown has the contract for all long 
term prisoners who are kept in Dade County. Un- 
der previous Administrations this officer, John W. 
Nelms, has been ae wax in Brown's bands. During 
the investigation of Colquitt’s officers a resolution 
was passed by the Legislature in effect instructing 
the Governor to remove Nelms for corrupt conduct 
in charging head-right fees on convicts whom he 
had never seen. It is certain that one of the Gov- 
ernor’s first acts will be to get rid of Nelms and 
put aecapable mar in his place. This new man 
will watch Brown's prison pens and be unfriendly 
to him. The tales hitherto suppressed of cruelties 
will be investigated, and by the time the July ses 
sion opens the trouble will begin. 
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THE GOOSE-EGG EATER CONFIDENT. 

BoYERTOWN, Penn., May 8.—Edward Laf- 
ferty, who is trying to eat five goose eggs at one 
meal each day for 20 days, finished haif of his task 
at the midday meal to-day. When he took his 
seat in the diming-room at Dr. Funk's house the 
usual crowd of neighbors and friends was present. 


This time the five goose eggs were fried, and as 
they were set out before the young man they were 
ashowing sufficient for the meals of two ordinary 
men. He finished his meal! in about 15 minutes 
and wound up with aboutapint of beer. He 
said be now felt “ just first-rate, but for somewhat 
of a heaviness in the region of the stomach.” 
After his feast he usualiy works several hours in 
the garden, as he says it aids his digestion. He al- 
ways takes a light breakfast, but a very beavy 
supper. 

Sinee he began his task he has lost considerable 
flesh. He still expresses the utmost confidence 
that he will get through all rignt. He will probably 
visit some of the large cities during the coming 
Summer to give specimens of his eating powers. 
His backer may issue a challenge shortly, inviting 
some of the famous eaters of the country to con- 
test for a prize with Lafferty. 
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SMALL-PUX PANIC IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

WHEELING, West Va., May 8.—The small- 
pox plague now ravaging Mereer County, in this 
State, the details of which appeared in Tur Tiwes 
on Monday morning, is spreading with alarming 


rapidity. The disease has orossed the Mereer 
County line into Wyoming County, where 50 cases 
and 10 or 12 deaths have been reported since Sun- 
dav, making over 100 cases and 25 deaths in the 
two counties. The people are rapidly hecoming 
panie-stricken. The State Board of Health is do- 
ing all in its power to furnish relief. 
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A SALOON-KEEPER KILLS HIMSELF. 
CLEVELAND, May 8.—The Scott liquor law 
has driven one man permanently out of the busi- 
ness. Henry Bockelman, a Peari-street saloon- 


keeper, disappeared on May 1. This morning bis 
body was found in the river. He had been bur- 
dened with a fear that he could get no one to go 
on his bond under the new law. bo leaves a wife 
and five children, 


AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


GOSSIP AND EVENTS IN THE 
LARGE BUROPHKAN CITIES. 
PATRICK DELANEY’S SENTENCE COMMUTED 
—THE CHESS TOURNAMENT—AMERIGAN 

CATTLE TRADE RESTRICTIONS. 

Dustin, May 8.—Earl Spencer, the Lord 
Lieutenant, has commuted the death sentence 
of Patrick Delaney, who pleaded guilty to 
the charge of complicity in the murder of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke. 

The Governor of the Limerick Jail has re- 
tired from office. It is supposed that his re- 
tirement is due to complaints which have been 
made of harsh treatment of suspects confined 
in that prison. 

Lonpon, May 8&—William Mitchell, who 
was arrested at Leicester om a charge of hav- 
ing explosives in his possession with an unlaw- 
ful object, has been discharged. 

A meeting of the Parnellite members of 
Parliament was held last night. Mr. Parnell 
presided. A motion was passed in favor of 


the formation of three sub-committees, one 
on estimates, ono on foreign and colonial 
affairs, and one on local affairs. Each com- 
mittee is to be composed of five members, 

Queen Victoria has returned to Windsor 
from Osborne. 

The Times’s Berlin correspondent says the 
Government and the Reichstag seem to be 
drifting rapidly into a conflict. 

In the chess tournament to-day Steinitz beat 
Zukertort and Englisch beat ‘Tschigorin. 
Zukertort’s defeat by Steinitz was the first he 
had experienced during the tournament. Pre- 
vious to to-day he had won seven games, and 
Steinitz, who had the second best score, had 
won six. In the evening Skipworth, Mason, 
and Mackenzie played drawn games with 
Bird, Rosenthal, and Sellman, respectively. 
Winawer defeated Mortimer and Blackburne 
defeated Nod. 

Lord Carlingford, Lord President of the 
Council and Minister of Agriculture, to-day, 
in receiving a deputation from the Central 
Chamber of. Agriculture, refused their request 
that he endeavor to secure the enactment by 
Parliament of a measure prohibiting the im- 
portation of cattle from countries in which in- 
fection exists. He promised, however, that 
the present powers of the Government to pro- 
hibit the entrance of infected animals would, 
be stringently exercised. One of the objects 
of the deputation was to obtain fresh restric- 
tions on the American cattle trade, 

BERLIN, May 8.—The debate on the budget 
in the Reichstag yesterday was retanricable 
owing to the conciliatory tone of the Clerical 
speakers. Herr Windthorst, the Ultramon- 
tane leader, said that order and true liberty 
could only be maintained by a powerful mo- 
narchical régime. The existence of a repub- 
lic on the European Continent was impossible. 
Even that in France would come to an end. 

Prince Bismarck’s defeat on the budget can- 
not be considered as decisive. The commission 
to which the budget was referred contains 
a small majority of Tories and Clericais, 
who will probably secure a second reading 
after the Whitsuntide recess. The biil 
cannot pass, however, before the Winter 
session. The result is directly opposed to 
the wishes of the Emperor as expressed in 
his recent message. During the heated 
debate of the last few days in 
the Reichstag the Emperor’s name _ has 
been freoly mentioned. It is generally re- 
gretted that the Emperor should have seemed 
to impair the dignified reserve of the Crown 
by throwing his personal influence into the , 
scale of political argument. ; 

In the Reichstag to-day the Government 
bill increasing the duty on wood was rejected 
by a vote of 177 to 150. 

The North German Gazette says German: 
dealers will not fail to make a fitting answer 
to thecharges made against them by Mr. Tan- 
ner, Unived States Consul at Liege, that oil, 
lard, flour, &c., imported from America are 
adulterated after their arrival in Germany, 
and that all articles of food and drink sold in 
Germany are put through a process of adul- 
teration. 

A dispatch to the Germania from Rome 
says: *‘A reply has been received from the 
Prussian Government to the recent note of ' 
Cardinal Jacobini, Papal Secretary of State. . 
Prussia’s response to the demands of the Vati- 
can has made an unfavorable impression.” ; 

Paris, May 8.—MM. Brien and Carret,: 
Radicals, bave been elected members of the’ 
Chamber of Deputies for the Departments of , 
Manche and Savoy, respectively. and MM.’ 
Daval and Bouteiller, Advanced Republicans, ' 
have been elected members for Upper Savoy 
end Paris, respectively. 

It is reported that the Count de Chambord 
has had a slight ettack of apoplexy. 

MADRID, May 8.—The result of the municipal 
elections yesterday, in which the Government 
candidates were successful, was partly due to- 
the fact that many persons abstained from 
voting. 1t is stated, however, thet great pres- 
sure was exercised to secure the election of the 
Government candidates. Owing to a flagrant 
interference at the polls by the municipal offi- 
cers of Madrid, a conflict arose between the 
Mayor and the Civil Governor. Both of those 
officers have since resigned, 

Lonpon, May 9.—A firm of outside oper- 
ators which has been doing an extensive busi- 
ness in Grand Trunk shares has failed for 
£400,000. No member of the firm was seen in 
the city yesterday. 


THE FISHERIES EXHIBITION. 

Lonpon, May 8.—The arrangement of 
exhibits in the Universal Fisheries Exhibition 
will not be completed by the opening day, 
May 12. The spaces which are not in proper 
order at that time will be covered with flags. 
All the European exhibits, except those of 
Russia, have arrived. Among the countries 


represented are Italy, Belgium, Holland, 
Sweden, and Norway. Russia is backward, 
but eventuaily will havea large exhibit. Of 
the South American countries the display of 
Chili is alone noticeable. All the British colo- 
nies are well represented, especially Canada, 
the exhibit of which shows the whole process 
of artificial pisciculture and fish which have 
been frozen since last July. The interest in 
this section will be greatly enhanced when the 
exhibits from British Columbia arrive. In 
the Newfoundland display there is a complete 
series of nets, oils, &c. It is estimated that 
the exhibits fromm A merica exceed those of the 
whole Continent of Europe. 
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NRW-ORLETANS PACIFIC LAND GRANT. 
WASHINGTON, May 8.—Senator Van Wyck 
delivered to the Secretary of the Interior to-day a 
letter in whieh he stated that, when’ the order was 
made recognizing the claim of the New-Orleans 
Pacific Railroad Company to a land grant, many 
years forfeited, he felt it to be his duty to ask the 
department to be informed of the progress of 
preceedings, with the view to oppose any 
further legislation and to prevent the absorp- 
tion of the public domain by a corporation 
which hed not even the semblance of a legal or 
eguitable right, and also to protect settlers who 
have been ovcupying and improving portions of 
this dead grant. Senator Van Wyck rays he real- 
izes the Secretary's embarrassment when Congress 
at its last session failed to act, and the Attorney- 
General had given to the department, in response 
to the request of the Secretary’s prede- 
cessor, an opinion that the company 
had @ right to said grant. An additional 
necessity for this notice was that the com- 
pany was about issniug mortgage bonds on the 
basis of this forfeited land grant, and it naturally 
desired it legalized long enough to place the bonds 
on the market. Two Trustees were named—one 
in the interest of the present company. and 
one in the interest of the bonds issued 
12 years ago, sand so, the Senator wrote, 
the victims were to be the people, the 
settlers on that portion of the public domain, or 
purchasers of the bonds. The Senator says his 
object is that Congress sball not be met next ses- 
sion with the plea that innocent purchasers havo 
bought these bonds and that they should be 
protected. A patient Government has been de- 
layed 13 years, and now a few months’ fur- 
ther delay will work no injustice, as the 
corporation endeavoring to utilize the dormant 
grant is not ip an impoverished condition. Sen- 
ator Van Wyck deciares that his purpose in 
writing this letter is to aid the publie and prevent 
imposition by the sale of bends secured by a for- 
feited tithe which may be declared worthless.

NEW MANSIONS AND COTTAGES BUILDING— 
CONANICUT ISLAND—RECENT ARRIVALS. 
Newport, R. L, May 8.—The palatial villa 

of Miss Catherine L. Wolfe, of New-York,is rapidly 

approaching completion. It is at Ocbre Point, on 

a piece of land whieh cost Miss Wolfe $192,000. The 

land was purchased from the heirs of the late Wil- 

liam Beach Lawrence.

A GIRL’S STRANGE STORY. 
BRUTAL OUTRAGE BY A BURGLAR NEAR 
. HARTFORD—TWO YOUNG MEN ARRESTED. 

HARTFORD, Conn., May 8.—Mrs. Barnes, a 
lady much respected, aged over 80 years, and her 
two granddaughters, Adela Carrier, aged 18, and 
Fannie Carrier, aged 16, live ina smal! frame house 
on the west side of the Farmington road, about a 
quarter of a mile west of West Harttord Centre. 
The old lady and the youngest girl, who is a crip- 
vile, take care of the house during the day. while 
Adela-is employed as a domestic in the family of 
William Hall, one or two houses east of their 
home. She works for Mr. Hall during the day, and 
every evening goes to her grandmother's. Last 
night about 10 o’clock she went home, and on the 


way met a man who looked at her closely as she 
went by him, und then stopped and gazed after her. 
She thought but little of this, and soon after her 
return home she and her grandmother and sister 
retired. The three women slept in a chamber on 
the second floor of the house, the girls sleeping to- 
gether and the old lady oceupying another bed. 

As near asany of the three could recollect to- 
day they were aroused about 12 o’clock in the 
night by anoise in the lower part of the house. 
They became very much frigbterned and called out. 
An answer came from below telling them in rough 
tones to keep quiet. The second story of the house 
is reached by a narrow flight of stairs at the foot 
of which is a plain pine door. This door was 
locked on the inside by the women before they re- 
tired. When the man called out to them 
to stop their noise they kept stiil for a 
while, and could hear him rummaging through the 
Jower apartments. Finally he demanded admission 
to the upper story, and they could hear him kick- 
ing at the door and cutting it with a knife. At 
this they made another outcry, and in answer the 
man said that if they would bring him down money 
he would go away. Adela told him to go the 
front of the house and she would throw what 
money there was out of a window. He said that 
that would not do, and that she must bring it to 
him in person. This she refused, and he again be- 
gan to pull over the furniture. Adela went to the 
foot of the stairs and kad a short conversation 
with the ruffian. He again demanded money, and 
said that if she did not give it to bimthat he would 
foree the door. The giri told him to go away, and 
he said he would if she would openthedoor. At 
last ehe did so and went into the sink-room, where 
the man was. Lie at’ once seized her and, despite 
her screams and struggles to escape, carried her in 
his arms into a chamber’ on the first floor, where 
he assaulted her. 

After the villain had outraged the girl he put 
back the money in her hand, saying that she was 
poor and he did not want to rob her. He gave her 
a match anda lamp. bade her good-bye, and left 
the house. She did not notice which way he went, 
but went up stairs and told the other two what 
had happened. The appearance of the room this 
morning showed signs of the struggie. the furni- 
ture being thrown sbout in great confusion. It 
Was subsequently discovered that the man had 
entered the house by breaking a window on the 
west side which opens into the sink-room. Miss 
Carrier is comeiy in appearance. She is of medium 
height, has bionde hair, and is quite attractive. 
She is unable to give any definite description of 
her assailant, but says that be was a large-framed 
man and that he wore no beard nor mustache. 

It appears that this is not the first time that Mrs. 
Barnes’s house has been visited. About two weeks 
ago an attempt to enter it was made, but the 
burglar was either frightened away or could not 
break in. On Sunday night a man succeeded in 
getting inside the house, but was driver off by 
the cries of the women. There are several houses 
not far away from Mrs. Barnes’s, but itis thought 
that the outery made by Mrs. Barnes and her crand- 
daughters last night was not heard. The Hart- 
ford police were informed of the affair to-day, and 
Constabies Moore and Hethertou went out to work 
up the case. Suspicion pointed to a young man 
named Waiter Hawley, not yet 21 years of age. and 
he and his brother George were arrested. They 
live on a farm with their father on the Farmincton 
line. A prelimiuary hearing took place before Jus 
tice B. S. Bishop this afternoon. Walter Hawley 
was asked questions in Adela’s hearing, though 
she did not see him, and his brother George was 
also questioned. She recognized Walter Hawley's 
voice. Then he was taken into the room and she 
felt his neck and forehead. From his bristly hair 
and other indications she said she thought he was 
the man. Subsequently she examined him more 
closely and again stated that she thought he was 
the man who had assaulted her. 

Walter Hawley said to a reporter that he knew 
nothing of the affair. He did not even know the 
girl; he might have seen her, but did not know 
who she was. Last evening at 7 o’clock he visited 
a Mr. Hayes, a near neighbor, and remained there 
till 10 o’cluck. On reaching home he feii asleep in 
his chair, and was not.aroused untilafter midnight. 
At that time his brother George arrived from Hart- 
ford, where he had been to visit the American 
Theatre. On his brother’s coming into the house 
he went up stairsto bed. The father took a lan- 
tern and went tothe barn to heip George to put 
out the borse. Both the father and George cor- 
roborated Walter's story. Tnough the evidence 
pointed strongly to the accused, the Justice could 
= find probabie cause and discharged both the 

oys. 

There are some strange features of the case 
which excite incredulity in the minds of some, who 
think it strange that after the several recent al- 
leged attempts to forcibly enter the house some- 
thing was not done to warn the neighbors or to 
provide better security, and the uniceking of the 
door by the girl to let her assailant in is considered 
strnage, especially as an outery from up stairs 
might have aroused the neighbers, but on the other 
hand the natural timidity of the women is taken 
into account by people who place full reliance

FENIAN SCARE IN HALIFAX. 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS GUARDED—STATEMENT 
OF SIR PATRICK M’DOUGALL. 
HaLirax, Nova Scotia, May 8.—Owing to 
the reeeipnt by Lieut.-Gov. Archibald of the 
startling letter of warning, which was from Sir 
John Macdonald, a number of special policemen 


were sworn in this afternoon for service about the 


Government House, Provineial buil ding, and other 
points. Last night the Provineial and Coast Office 
buildings were watched by two policemen of the 
city foree detailed for that duty besides the regular 
night watchmen kept at those places. Besides 
this the policemen on duty at night through- 
out the city have been ordered to take no 
* relief” early in the morning as Is customary, and 
those who go off duty at 3 A. M. are, unti] further 
instructions, to remain on their beats until 6 
o’clock. The cause of the selection of Halifax as 
the spot for Fenian action is evidently owing to Its 
prominence as a military station, and, to its being, 
in several respects, the principal British city in 
America. From what can be learned as to the 
source of the information which has alarmed the 
authorities it appears that there was a detective at 
the recent Land League conference in Philadelphia 
who had instruetions to report anything of im- 
portance. Itis affirmed that this detective com- 
municated to the Governor-General or to the Brit- 
ish Government that the day of Brady’s execution 
was to be tne signal for a combined attempt at re- 
bi rg wherever and whenever opportunity might 
oluer. 


In an interview to-night Gen. Sir Patrick MeDou- 
gall, Comamander-in-Chief of the British forces in 
America, stated that the contents ef the letter re- 
ceived by Lieut.-Goy. Archibala are almost the 
same as telegraphed last night, but the state- 
meut said to be contained in the eommunica- 
tion that two suspicious vessels had sailed 
from Boston for Halifax, he knew  noth- 
ing about. He stated that a _ circumstance 
oceurred a short time ago which had led him 
to order an extra sentry at the large powder 
magazine at Point Pleasant Park, but _ fuar- 
ther than this there had not yet been 
any strengthening of the guards there or 
at other plawes in the city. The reporter mentioned 
the faet that torpedoes were reported as being 
earried by the vessels referred to, when Sir Pat- 
rick replied that the lining of the harbor with 
these dangerous explosives might be under- 
taken almost at any time without detection. 
**Even now,” said he, ‘‘the harbor may be full of 
torpedoes and we not know it, as parties might 
already have placed them in position without be- 
ing observed.’’ Being asked whether suspicious 
vessels had been observed hovering around the 
harbor lately, be answered that none had been re- 
ported to him. He stated that no special instrue- 
tions had been issued to his officers by him regard- 
ing taking precautions for the protection of life or 
property, and that if wae not, anticipated any 
events wouid occur to alarm the public.

Last night several rows took place between 
the strkers andthe men taking their places, and. 
early this morning the strikers set fire to 
the mine. The fire has been burning all 
day, and it seems impossibie to extinguish | 
it. This mine was the largest in this section 
of the country, and was owned by miners who 
came here some time ago and formed a company 
of theirown. When the mines were fired no men 
were at work. 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass., May 8.—The shoe- 
makers’ lockoat is assuming a very interesting, 
though unprofitable, phase. Tbe Lasters’ Union 
made up a scale of prices which was deemed 
fair, and a Board of Arbitrators visited members 
of the Manufacturers’ Union to see if there was 
any objection thereto, ard carried an address of 
the board to the mannufaeturers in case 
they wanted to advise hereafter upon the sit- 
uation. Some manufacturers refused to recognize 
any interference by the union. Others took the 
lists, but declined to deal with the board, and one 
manufacturer, Richard Quirk, told the board to 
leave. The burnishers organized Monday night. 
The locked-eut operatives are proceeding very 
cautiously. E. S. Woodbury & Co. paid off their 
employes this afternoon. The operatives expect 
this firm to cesert the manufacturers, but the lat- 
ter think otherwise.

THE MERCHANTS BANQUET 


THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND 
ITS GUESTS. 
THE ANNUAL DINNER, FOLLOWED BY 
BPEECHES BY THE REV. HENRY WARD 
BEECHER, GEN. GRANT, AND OTHERS, 
The rattle of the cutlery, the chink of the 
glasses, and the merry hum of conversation, at the 
one hundred and fifteenth anniversary banquet 
of the Chamber of Commerce, at Delmonico’s last 
night, gave way to a vigorous round of applause 
when the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher entered the 
banquet hall and took his seat beside President 
Lane. The Plymouth Pastor was more than half 
an hour late, and his reception amounted to @ 
small ovation. Some of the distinguished persons 
who bad accepted invitations to attend the dinner 
were obliged to excuse themselves at the eleventh 
hour, but there was an abundant supply of ora< 
torical and fun-making ability, and the occax 
sion was thoroughly enjoyable. The large ban, 
quet hall was profusely decorated with the na< 
tional colors, fresh flowers, and ornamental tabie 
pieces. At the broad. elevated table extending 
aeross the south end of the room were seated 
George W. Lane, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce; Gen. U. 8. Grant, the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, Mayor Edson, the Hon. Erastug 
Brooks, James 3. T. Stranahan, the Hon. Noa 
Davis, Chauncey M. Depew, the Rev. J. P. New 
man, the Hon. John Jay Knox, Judges Brady and 
Lawrenee, David M. Stone, Commodore Jpshur; 
Samuel D. Babeock, the Hon. Addison Brown: 
United States District Attorney Elihu Root, and E. 
L. Fancher. Among the 250 gentlemen who wera 
seated at the five other tables were the following:

» While the large company was yet enjoying the 
fruit and coffee President Lane rapped for order, 
and after a few congratulatory remarks introduced : 
Gen. Grant as the first speaker of the evening. A 
proposition to give three cheers for the ex- 3 
dent met with a prompt and hearty response, and 
fora minute or more the banquet hall was the 
scene of great enthusiasm. The toast to which 
General was called to respond, was ‘** The Un 
States.” ‘The United States,” said the General. 
**is too voluminous 4 subject to be considered on 
such an occasion as this. We who are nativ 

bave a country of which we may well be 
proud, and it is only those of us who have been 
abroad who are abie to make a comparison.of ouk 
eujoyments and comforts with those which belong 
to the citizens of foreign lands. We have here 
institutions to encourage and inspire every 

who has the spirit and the perseverenee to sueceed 

anywhere in this wide world. ‘There is one por- 
tion of this sentimeat about which I wish to say @ 
few words, because I think they will be timely, 

The toast says, ‘May those who seek the blessings 

of its free institutions and the protection of ita 

flag. remember the obligation they impose.’ } 
think that here isa text upon which my brothes 
Beecher fapplanse] and my brother Newman might 
‘well preach a long sermon. We offer here an asy- 
lum to every man of foreign birth who chooses ta 
come bere and settle on our soil. We make of him 
in a very short time a citizen, endowed with all the 
rights which any of us possess, with the one excep- 
tion of being eligible to the Presideney. Now, 
contend that these privileges place the foreign-born, 
citizens under an obligation which I am sorry to 
say many of them do not seem to realize. We have 
witnessed many cases lately, in politics especially, 
in which our adopted citizens have: claimed rights 
and privileges solely om the ground that they were 
adopted citizens. That is all wrong. [Appilause.]| 
Our foreign-born citizens should fulfill all the obli- 
gations whieh we, as native-born citizens, are 
bound to fulfill. After we have adopted them it is 
their duty to look upon this as their country and 
‘perform their full duties as citizens.” ; 
Gen. Grant was greeted with enthusiastic ap- 
plause as he took his seat, and when silence was 
‘restored President Lane read the second toust,, 
which was: “‘ The State of New-York.”” Mr. Lane 
‘expiained that Gov. Cleveland, who was to have 
‘responded to this toast, wes unavoidably absent, 
and introduced the Hon. Erastus Brooks as a su 
‘stitute. Mr. Brooks made a short and pithy speech.) 
New-York, he said, needed no eulogy from an 
her citizens. As Daniel Webster once said of Mas-} 
sachusetts, “‘There she is, here she is, and she 
speaks for herseif.”” Mr. Brooks concluded his ad- 
dress by offering as a sentiment, * The Chamber of 
Commerce—time has not diminished its members; 
age has added to itsinfluence.” _ ; 
Mayor Edson responded to the third toast—“ The 
City of New-York.”” The Mayor referred to the 
rapia growth of the City in the last few years, to 
the monuments of architecture and art which are 
springing up on every side. aad concluded: ‘Tha 
continent of which tnis is the eastern gateway has 
just begun to be developed. Its treasures are 
pouring into the Jap of the Metrapolis now, and 
’ they will increase and continue to peur in if those 
laced in charge of our great City are men of 
onesty and irtegrity, in whom the citizens of the 
City and County can repose confidence.” ; 
Mayor was applauded loudly as he took his seat. 
The next toast was, * The Great Bridge—theen- 
gineering triumph of the nineteenth century. Its 
originators and Direetors, for their patience, fidel- 
ity, and zeal, deserve our lasting gratitude; its 
constructors achieve immortal fame in its com- 
plete success.”’ To this the Hon. James S. T.. Stran-, 
ahan, one of the Bridge Trustees, responded. The 
bridge, he said, needs no eulogy. It stands ite 
own orator, and it will stand for generations its 
own historian asa structure that‘now has no par- 
allel in any of the products of humanart. After 
referring briefly to the past history of the bridee, 
Mr. Stranahan said he knew of no public work 
that had been eonducted with greater economy or 

a stricterregard tothe general good. It had cost 

more than the original estimate, but this was be- 
eause it was higher, wider, and com ot 
stronger materials than were at first contem- 
plated. The people of Brooklyn have two idead 
about the bridge which are qnite snre to re- 
veal themselves at no distant period. They 
are isolated by the East River from the 
mainland, and one idea is that the bridge 
will remove this isolation and put them in direct 
railway communication, not only with New-York 
City, but with all parts of the country. The Sec- 
ond-avenue oelevated railway has between the 
Harlem River and Twenty-third-street sufficient 
room for four tracks, and between this street and 
the terminus of the bridge for three tracks, and it) 
is entirely possible to utilize the bridge to the full 
extent of giving to Brooklyn and the system of 
railroads on Long Island an outlet through the 
Hudson River aud New-Haven Roads to all party 
of the country. The other idea cherished by 
Brooklyn is that the comple*ion of the bridge will 
soon result in the consolidation of the two cities 
under one government. In conclusion Mr. Strana- 
han said: ‘Centuries wiil roll away and the 
bridge. though it may grow oldin years, and in the 
far distant future be studied and used as the proa- 
uet of a by-cone age, will still retain its strength. 
The cables will not snap and the towers will not 
fall. The anchorages will be true to their trusts; 
the massive arches will not collapse; tne steel and 
the granite will not rot. Fire will not burn the 
bridge, freight trains and Pullman cars will now 
break it, the winds will not shake it, and time ws 
toil will not fatigue it. Its youth and its age wil 

be alike periods of vigor. ‘Chat bridge. Mr. Chair- 
man, was built tc stand, and staud it will, so long 
that we may as well call it immortal,” ' 

The Rev. Dr. J. P. Newman spoke to the toast 
*Commerce."" Dr. Newman said that thus far 
commerce had failed to cement the nations of the 
earth in friendly union. It had neen conducted on 
too selfish a plan, the motto "get what you canand 
keep what you get” prevailing in many countries. 
Dr. Newman thought the time was fast coming 
when by virtue of its immense domain, its unlimit- 
ed resources and boundless enterprise, the great 
American Republic would grasp the sceptro 
of commercial supremacy. Then tbe talk 
about the decline of American shipping 
and the unjust restrictions on American 
commerce would cease. Statesmen, politicians, 
soldiers, and preaehers were but local individuals, 
but the merchant was cosmepolitan. He wasa 
citizen of the world, and his interests, his capital, 
and his ships were everywhere. It would bea 
good idea, Dr. Newman thought, to establish a 
department of commerce attached to the Federal 
Government. 

The response to the toast of “ Merchants and 
Ministers” was made by the Rey. Henry: Ward 
Beecher, whe said: 

Mp. PREsiDENT AND GENTLEMEN MERCHANTS: It 
may seem a little strange that in one toast two so 
very dissimilar professions should be associated. I 
suopose it is partly because one preaches and the 
other practises. [Laughter.} There are very many 
functions that are performed in common. Merchants 
are asually men forekanded: ministers are men

*“T cali your attention to one unpleasan’ state of 
facts. It is not to me so very surprising that men 
intrusted with large interests are found to be so 
breakable. There is nothing in the make-up of 
a President that should make him make off 
with the funds committed to his management. 
There is nothing in being a Cashier or 
Director that oucht to rot outa man so that he 

1 admit that all mem are 
breakabie. Men are like timber. Oak will bear a 
stress that pine won't, hut there never was a stick 
of timber on the earth that could not be broken at 
some pressure. There never was aman born on the 
garth that couid not be broken at some pressure— 
not always the same nor put in the same place. 
Thereis many a man who eannot be broken by 
money pressure, but who can be by pressure of fiat- 
tery. There ig many a man impervious to flat- 
tery "who. is watped and Diased by his 
social inclinations.

gners and convivialities. One way or the other 
every man is vincible. There is a great deal of 

eauing in that simple portion of the Lord's 
yer, ‘Lead us not into temptation.’ No 
man knows what he will ao according to the 
mature of the temptation as adapted to the 
peculiar weakness of his constitution. But this is 
that which is peculiar—that it requires piety te be 
praseal. [Laughter.} It would almost seem as if a 
man had to serve as a Superiatendent of a 
Sunday-schoo] az a passport to Sing Sing. 
ogy gett How is it that Jeading men 
the chureh are running «ff with $100,000 
or $200,000? It would seem as if religion was sim- 
ly a cloak for rascality and villainy.

tected the interests of corporations and peopl» in 

Muul proportion, there need be no cause for bad 
écling or imposition on elthersiae. Conservatism 
on the part of statesmen, corporations, and com- 
munities was all that was needed to make the 
country harmonious and prospereus. 

Gen. Horace Porter made a laughter-provoking 
epeech. He said that Gen. Grant had enjoyed the 
reputation during the war of never saying any- 
thing. With all due modesty, the speaker thought 
that fact wasdue to him, for while serving on 
Grant's staf! he never gave the General a chance 
Ko speak.

He dis- 
appeared on Friday night from his aceustomed 
haunts, whose frequenters he was wont to charm 
with bis sparkling wit and whom he inveigled into 
lending him small sums of money on various pre- 
texts. His favorite story was ali about his rich 
uncle in Belgium, who was always on the point 
of sending him remittances, but which must 


have miscarried, as they did not seem to come. 
His landlady, Mrs. M. D. Farrell, of No. 178 Third- 
street. holds against him an unpaid bill for 20 
weeks’ rent at $2 a week, and Mrs. Myra Wallace 
would also like to have $6 50 for rent of rooms 
used by himin the same house. Haerr, it is said, 
carried out his clothes in several bundles Friday 
afternoon, patted the children on the head as they 
were playing on the sidewalk, skipped the rope 
with them, and then “ skipped” the town, it is be- 
lieved, to Belgium. Mrs. Farrell said that Haerr 
was quiet and gentlemanly and ingratiated himself 
in the famiiy. He appeared to be honest, and 
when he first came to the house had plenty of 
money. His room was well stocked with wines, 
especially port, and good cigars. He raid he once 
had three places of business in England, 
but left there because he wzs jilted. Mrs. 
Farrell said that Haerr carried away five 
lished sea-beans given to her by a sailor and 
igbly prized, and an odd goid hoop ear-ring. 
Haerr was pepleres for atime inthe jewelry store 
of S. Crawford, No. 196 Fourth-street, but got into 
trouble with his employer for flirting with preity 
girls at the window. He brought to the liquor 
saloon of Herman Bleck, at Fourtb and Seuth 
Fourth streets, a pearl which he said he valued at 
$1,500, and whea he could not raise a large sum of 
money on it be aceepted a loan of half a dollar and 
never redeemed it. He also borrowed $5 and thea 
$10 on a watch and chain which were found to be 
worth less thana third of this amount. Jewelers 
say the peari is mother-of-pearl and is worth very 
little. Aaron Van Name, who bas a restaurant at 
No: 108 Fourth-street, would like to have Haerr to 
pay 4 billof $4 for meals with the drafts that he 
spoke of, a Mr. Cowles near by was not paid for 
two meals, and <Adolph Levy, a druggist 
at No. 125 Grand-street, as a bill 
against him of $1 50. A_ poor widow in 
ourthstreet was worried last night over a 
dollar’s worth of cigars that Haerr obtained from 
her, anda number of other persons are said to 
have trusted him in various amounts. Haerr is re‘ 
puted to have taken an active interest in the fas- 
cinating pastime of poker, and is said to have 
played a rather stiff game with several medical 
gentlemen in Williamsburg, who are not enxious 
to see their names in print. He was called “a 
clever cove” at poker, but whenever he lost he 
would burst into tears at the sad catastrophe.

THE BAR ASSOCIATION. 


—_—_—__e-—--—- 
A NEW DUTY IMPOSED UPON IT BY THE 
GENERAL TERM. 

At the meeting of the Bar Association lest 
night President Franeis N. Bangs read an order 
made by the Supreme Court, General Term, ap- 
pointing the association as Referee to take testi- 
mony and report as to the propriety of rehabilitat- 
ing William H. Gale as a member of the Bar. 
Gale was disbarred in 1875 for miseonduct iu a 
divorce case. Many members of the association 
seemed to regard the order of reference asa joke 
played upon it by the usually grave Judges of the 
General Term. Mr. Simon Sterne did not so regard 


it. He moved that the appointment should be ac- 
cepted, and that the Committee on Grievances 
shoula be instructed to act for the association in 
the course of the reference and to report the results 
of its work to the association for ite -onsideration 
rior to the formation of a report to the General 
rm. Mr. Edward Mitehell said that no committee 
had the power to act in such a matter. He thought 
that the association was put into an embarrassing 
position by the referenee, for its acceptance would 
establish a precedent, and the assoviation would 
be burdened with work that individual Referees 
should perform. He moved that the matter should 
be referred to the Exeeutive Committee, whieh 
body should eonfer with the General Term, and in 
as delicate a manner as possible get rid of 
the duty imposed upon the association. 
Mr. Charles Price thought that under the lawea 
evorporation could not be a Referee. Anyhow. ke 
was opposed to the acceptance of the Referee. 
On motion of Messrs. Everett P. Wheeler and 
Clifford A. Hand, the resolution of Mr. Sterne was 
amended so as to refer the matter to the Com- 
mittee on Grievances with power toit to eonfer 
with the General Term as to the manner in 
which the proposed inquiry should be held. 
Mr. F. R. Coudert thought that the General Term 
had at last given to the association the recognition 
for which it had been struggling, and that it was 
illogical and absurd to higgie about accepting it. 
Mr. Mitchell moved that the Executive Committee 
should ask the General Term to appoint individual 
Referees. This was voted down, and the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Sterne, amended by Messrs. Wheeler 
and Hand, was adopted. 

Memorials of the late Messrs. Lewis L. Delafield 
and Sigmund Spingern were adopted and ordered 
to be recorded on the minutes.

qualified were brought in by both eandidates and 
allowed to vote. Gen. Martin T. MeMahon ap- 
eared as counsel for Col. Cavanagh, who is al- 
eged to have been cognizant of the frauduient 
election. Capt. Hugh Coleman appeared for Lieut. 
McCarthy, Capt. Wiiliam C. Reddy for Lieut. Pur- 
cell. Lieut, Pureell testified that 32 men whom he 
enlisted before the election were a!! enrolled in his 
liquor store, in First-avenue, and that none 
of them ever appeared on duty or ia uni- 
form. He denied telling them that they 
would never be called on for duty. 
On cross-examination an enlistment paper was 
shown the witness, duly signed by a man who de- 
nied bis signature, and several others were exhib- 
ited, filled with erasures, where names and dates 
bad apparently been altered. The court adjourned 
to meet Friday night atthe armory of the sixty- 
ninth Regiment.

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LOOKING AT THE DOGS 


—___-~-- 
NEARLY ONZE THOUSAND PLEAD- 
ING FOR PRIZES. 

OPENING OF THE SHOW AT MADIGON-SQUARE 
GARDEN, WITS A LARGE ATTENDANCE 
—NAMES OF THE PRIZE WINNERS. 

By far the best exhibition of dogs yet given 
br the Westminster Kennel Club, and probably as 
fine a canine display as ever was made anywhere, 
was opened in the Madison-Square Garden yester- 
day morning. It was the club’s seventh annual 
exhibition, and the experience of former years 
helped wonderfully to make everything about this 
year’s dog show successful. There were more en- 
tries than ever before, and the dogs in the various 
classes showed marked improvement over those 
exhibited in previous years, particularly the sport- 
ing dogs. The most prominent places were given 
to tho mastiffs, St. Bernards, and Newfeund- 
lands, and lovers of dogs for their own 
sakes, rather than for their ability in the 
field, were given an opportunity to see as fine a lot 
of the larger species as ever were gathered to- 
gether. When the exhibition was opened, in the 
morning, there were nearly a thousand dogs in the 
kennels and on the benches, and before the doors 
were closed, at 10 o'clock last evening, less than 50 
of the more than a thousand dogs entered had 
failed to appear. Of these 50, several were 


lost or misplaced in transit, and will doubt- 
less reach the show before the close. The 
most lamentable case of a lost child was 
that of William J. Barr’s Italian greyhound 
Nellie. Over her kennel was the melaneboly no- 
tice, “Nellie lost; represented by her two pup- 
pies;” and two pretty little grayhound pups eyed 
the crowds from between their bars unaware of 
the tragic fate of the mother. The numbering be- 
gan with the mastiffs and went on to the St, Ber- 
nards andthe Newfoundiands. The kennels pro- 
vided for these handsome animals were unusually 
spacious; and ther had need to be, for some of 
the specimens exhibited were hardly smaller than 
ponies. Among these big dogs there was 
not much attempt at ornamentation. The 
animals themselves were sure to attract sufficient 
attention without the ald of ribbons, rugs, or 
tapestries. Some of the apartments for the smaller 
dogs, however, were gorgeously furnished with 
carpets, curtains, ribbons, and even mirrors. Most 
of the large dogs wore handsome vollars, aud a 
few had fine leather harness, 

The attendance throughout the day was un- 
usually good, and in the evening it was larger than 
has ever been known before on an opening night. 
A large majority of -the visitors were evidently 
from the realms of society, and swallow-tail coats, 
kid gloves. anc pointed shoes were everywhere, 
It was impossible to walk between any two rows 
of eages without running against half a dozen 
dudes. In the afternoon the open space on 
the main floor was comfortably filled; but 
in the evening the erowd increased to such an 
extent that it seemed like being at one of 
the old-time walking-matches. There was a large 
number of fashionably dressed ladies among the 
visitors. Some of the large dogs were watched 
and caressed by ladies, evidentiy their owners; 
and occasionally a lady was to be seen uncon- 
cernedly holding adog out in the aisles, that by 
his Lime ys and trisking mace a broad circle 
among the bystanders. A few of the visitors, par- 
ticularly ladies and children, ventured to pat the 
dogs on their heads and fondle them; but the at- 
tendants were not siow to warn them 
of the danger of playing with strange dogs, 
or of going within reach of their dogs. 
Some of the animals were marked “dangerous” 
in big letters. It was noticeable, however, 
that these signs were principally over small dogs 
that might have been annihilated by a single kick. 
There were no such notices abont any of the big 
dogs. The mastiffs and St. Bernards and New- 
foundlands permitted any amount of petting, and 
somo of them looked longingly at every passer-by, 
almost reproaehfully, as if they thought every 
hand ought to give them at least one pat on the 
head. Most of the yelping was done by the little 
shavers, and they kept up an unceasing cho- 
rus that was heard for blocks. Occasionally, 
however, a big doz expressed his opinion of the 
show, and he never failed to make himself heara. 
Each section had its uniformed attendant, and the 
dogs were twice fed yesterday and frequently 
watered. The more valuable dogs were carefully 
watched by their owners, and frequentiy taiked to 
and petted. Whenever a dog was becoming ex- 
cited and trying to stretch bis chain. his owner or 
one of his attendants stroked his head and 
soothed him and soon made him comfortable. 
There were all the time anywhere from a dozen to 
a hundred dogs out of their kennels, being led about 
the place by their owners; but the visitors were 
mostly lovers of dogs, who were not afraid to be 
run against unexpectedly by a big mastiff orshoved 
aside bry a huge St. Bernard. There was not an 
instant of ugly temper, beyond the usual growling 
and tugging at the chains. Oneof the mastiffs was 
taken witha fitin the afternoon aud was carried 
into the air, where he soon recovered. The 
mastiff from Prince Karl's kennels was allowed 
several times to frisk about the floor, greatly to tho 
alarm of a bevy of waiters from the res- 
taurant into whose midst he happened to 
spring. But he was as gentle as a kitten, 
and obeyed every look and motion of his mistress. 
The vicious-looking bull-dogs kept up a continual 
snarling, and there was no doubt some reason for 
the “dangerous” notice over their kennels. No- 
body ventured to pat them on the heads; visitors 
were coutent to look at them from a safe distance, 
and reflect upon what dangerous and unfriendly- 
looking brutes they were. There were some fine 
specimens of bulls, but none of them were troubled 
with beauty. Their little mashed-in noses looked 
pugger than ever as they drew up their upper lips 
and said suggestively to passers-by that they would 
like to take koild of their legs.

Mr. Lincoln thanked the elub 
in a few gracefully expressed sentences, and his 
maby friends who were gathered about expressed 
their satisfaction in three good cheers. 

It was a hard thing for any lover of dogs to 
walk among these beautiful animals and select a 
few of the finest for special mention. The ocenu- 

ant of almost every kennel seemed entitled to 

ave its name in the papers. A great big mas- 
tif or @ kind St. Bernard looked wp ap- 
pealingly andes lovingly until the observer was 
forced to make a note of him and to think, “Old 
fellow, {ean’t omit you.”’ It was impossible to 
study these intelligent dogs witheut comparing 
them favorably with some assemblies of human 
beings that have been held in the Madison- 
Square Garden. One of the “siugging-mateches,” 
for instanve. There were mastiffs and St. Ber- 
nards and; Newfoundlands and many others there, 
yesterday, with incomparably more brains than 
hait the attendants at Democratic primaries. 
There was one big mastiff, Gurth, who came all the 
way from Wyoming. He is, perhaps, the heaviest 
dog in New-York, weighing 182 pounds. He was 
so unfortunate as to be kicked by a horse while in 
transit, and consequently was not ertered 
for competition; but he was, nevertheless, 
much admired, and there was constantly a 
crowd in front of his kennel, The 
taker of the first ;rize in the chawpian mastiff 
bitek class, Willism H. Lee's Lioness, was lying 
asleep when the attendants tacked the prize 
card over her kennel. A number of © ladies 
were standing looking at her. wanting to 
mat her on the head, but not venturing.

FORMALLY INSTALLING A PASTOR. 


THE REV. DR. PENTECOST IN CHARGE OF 
THE TOMPKINS-AVENUE CHURCH. 

A large and fashionable congregation was 
gathered last evening at the Tompkins-Avenue 
Congregational Church, in Brooklyn, to witness 
the ceremony of installing the Rev. George F. 
Pentecost, the Pastor-elect. In the afternoon an 
ecelesiastical council of Pastors and delegates of 
the Congrogational churches met to advise con- 
cerning the settlement of Mr. Pentecost in his 
charge. The Rev. Dr. B. N. Martin was appointed 
Moderator, and after the reading of an address 


setting forth the great progress made by the 
church sinee Mr. Pentecost beeame connected 
with it, in 1880, the Pastor-eleet related to the 
couneil his personal religious experiences and 
made the usual formal statements as to his beliefs. 
These were pronounced satisfactory by the 
council, although some discussion arose over 
his statement concerning the baptism of in- 
fants, that he was in favor of bless- 
ing them, instead of baptizing with water. 
The covnell declared unanimously in favor of ac- 
cepting him as Pastor of the chureh. Among the 
churches represented in the eouncil were the 
South Church, Lee-Avenue Church, Clinton-Av- 
enue Chureh, Oburch of the Pilgrims, Central 
Chureh, Puritan Chureh, New-England Chureh, 
Rochester-Avenue Church, of Brooklyn, and the 
Broadway Tabernagile and Pilgrims’ Church, of this 
City. Among the clergymen invited to participate 
in the council were the Rev. Hubbard Beebe, the 
Rev. Dr. A. H. Clapp, the Rev. Dr. B. N. Martin, 
the Rev. Dr. E. W. Gilman, the Rey. J. S. Ostran- 
der, the Rey. W. F. Crafts, the Rev. E. P. Thwing, 
and the Rev. H. O. Pentecost. 

In the evening the introductory services were 
led by the Rev. H. O. Pentecost. The Rev. Dr. 
Richard S. Storrs preached the sermon, his subject 
being ** Christianity as Showing the Divine — 
of Man.” The Rev. Dr. A. J. Behrends delivere 
the charge to the church, the Rev. Dr. 
A. H. Clapp the charge to the Pastor; 
the Rev. Dr. B. N. Martin offered the 
right hand of fellowship, and the ceremonies closed 
with a benediction by the Pastor. The Rev. Mr. 
Pentecost was first introdueed to the Tompkins- 
Avenue Church in September, 1880. He received 
soon afterward a call to the church, which was 
unanimously voted at a meeting of thé church, 
Nov. 17, 1880. He entered upon his duties as Pas- 
tor Dec. 5of the same year. The membership and 
benefactions of the church have largely increased 
since bis ineumbency of the pastorate, the former 
having risen from 258 to 900. A Gospel chapel has 
been recently completed by the church at Marcy 
and Park avenues at a cost of $15,000, and pro- 
vides accommodation for a large Sunday-school. 
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MAYOR TAUSSIG'S MESSAGE. 

The new Board of Aldermen of Jersey City 
organized last night by electing W. H. Furman, 
Republican, President, and John H. Scott City 
Clerk. Mayor Taussig’s message is a long docu- 
ment, and contains two or three practical sugges- 
tions. They are that the Board of Works should at 
once cause to be erected a new City 


Hall suitable to the wants of the _ city, 
a new city prison, and a new school-house 
to relieve the pressure on the other schools. 
The city finances are represented to be in a satis- 
factory condition. The Fire Department is com- 
mended for its efficiency. Of the Poliee Depart- 
ment, the Mayor says it is efficient for its numbers, 
but wholly inadequate to the service required of it, 
and underpaid. Mayor Taussig recommends the 
city to increase the valuation to something like 
the actual worth of the real estate and decrease the 
rate of taxation in proportion. This.te says, will give 
the City a better standing with strangers propos- 
ing to locate there, many of whom are deterred 
from coming by the high rate of taxation, the 
cause ef which they do not understand. He also 
recommended that manufacturing establishments 
of all kinds be relieved from personal taxes to the 
end that manufacturing capitalists may be in- 
duced to locate there. After the reading of the 
message, the board proceeded to the eleetion of 
officers, when Conrad Reichenbecher, Republican, 
was chosen Overseer of the Poor, but on the selec- 
tion of a City Marshal the boara became dead- 
locked, one of the seven Republicans voting for 
Timothy Long, the incumbent, in preference to W, 
H. Creamer, the nominee of the caucus.

THE LUTHER ANNIVERSARY. 

Twenty members of the Martin Luther 
Society met in Mott Memorial Hall last evening, to 
listen to reports of the committees on the statue 
fund and the eelebration of Luther’s birthday. 
Jacob I. Miller presided. The Statue Fund Com- 
mittee reported that $2,446 had been subscribed in 
this City, $1,300 had been promised in Brooklyn, 
and the subscription in Washington amounted to 
over $1,000. Money was fast being subscribed in 
other cities. ‘The statue, which is to cost $8,000, it 
was thought was perfectly assured. In regard to 
the celebration of Luther's birthday, which occurs 
on Nov. 10, it was decided to hold a public meet- 
ing. probably in Steinway Hall, at which Dr. Joseph 
A. Seiss, of Philadelphia, should be the orator, and 
at which there should be special music. On Oct. 
$1 there will also be a meeting to be addressed by 
prominent elergymen of this City, and which will 
be the celebration of the birth of the Reformation. 
Other meetings, it was recommended, should be 
held during the time intervening between the two 
dates, and probably a special musical fes:ival wil 
also take place.

RING LAWYERS IN COUNCIL | 


THE CLOSH OF MR. BLISS’S STAR 
ROUTE SPEECH. 

THE DEFENSE IN DOUBT AS TO WHAT THEY 
OUGHT TO DO — ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
BREWSTER’S POSITION. 

WasHINGTON, May S8.—'The star route de- 
fendants are counseling together to-night to decide 
whether they will to-merrow go on to make an 
argument for their clients or submit the case as it 
stands. Mr. Bliss concluded this afternoon. His 
summing up was a complete review of the salient 
features of the case, and deepened the impression 
made upon every one in the court-room by the 
vigorous speech on Monday. The effect of the 
speech upon the defense was evidently to shake 
their resolution, formed a few days ago, 
to let the ease go to the jury with- 
out further argument. Some of the remarks 
of Mr. Bliss, made in very plain and exasperating 
language, unquestionably stirred the defense and 
may have provoked them so thoroughly that they 
will to-morrow insist upon being heard. The 


court is of the opinion that under the prac- 
tice the Government is entitled to only one elos- 
ing speech. If the case is submitted by the 
defense, the speech-making is already finished. If 
Mr. Wilson or Mr. Ingersoll shall insist upon béing 
heard for Brady and Dorsey, it is probable that 
counsel for the other defendants will de- 
sire to be heard also. If any 
of the defendants are heard by counsel 
the Government will again be entitled to be heard, 
and Mr. Merrick will have an opportunity to bring 
the case to an effective close. The impression is that 
the defense are partigularly anxious that Mr. Mer- 
rick should not be heard, and that they will regard 
the possible effect of his speech to the jury as too 
great to be overcome by any arguments which 
they might have to offer before it, and that they 
will therefore make the best of the situation by 


preserving silence.

THE PROCEEBINGS IN COURT. 

WasHINGTON, May 8.—Mr. Bliss began the 
seventh day of his address to the jury in the star 
route trial this morning. Referring to 8. W. Dor- 
sey’s testimony, he declared that he had acknowl- 
edged the existence of the red book described by 
Rerdell. The different affidavits were then taken 
up separately, and their ineonsistencies pointed 
out, After the reeess Mr. Bliss began his eonclud- 
ing remarks. He made a particularly bitter attack 
upon Brady, and then turned upon the other de- 
fendants. The acts charged against each of them 
were recalled in a succinct summary of the eyvi- 
dence. This prosecution, said Mr. Blissin soneln- 
sion, was intended to protect the Treasury. Suen 
trials must necessarily take place in this city, and 
the eyes of the country were upon this trial to as- 
certain if a jury could be found in the District cap- 
able of understanding a case of this magnitude, 
and able honestly to do their duty without fear or 


prejudice. Mr. Bliss then took his seat, and Mr. 
Merrick said: “ The Government has closed its 
opening.” 

The pause which ensued was broken by Mr. .Wil- 
sou, who said: * Your Honor, 1 desire to know 
whether the Government will claim two argu- 
ments in closing ?”’ 

Mr. Merrick said that in the opinion of the coun- 
sel for the prosecution the Government was en- 
titled to two closing arguments. Several authori- 
ties were cited in support of this assumption, and 
upon them Mr. Merrick based a short argument. 
He then read the following letter from the At- 


torney-General: 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, ; 
Wasninerton, D. C., April 24, 1883. 

My Dear Sir: After your conference with me in the 
above case as to the order of speaking, I have consid- 
ered the subject. It has been my intention from the 
beginuing of this present trial to take part in the ar- 
gument after the case was closed, I could not be 
present at the trial, for my whole time was occupied 
without intermission with official duties such as no 
one could be deputed to undertake. To keep watch 
over the proceedings and instruct myself in the de- 
tails of the evidence that was given, I have 
steadily, Gay by day, followed the progress of 
the case and instructed myself in ail that 
passed. I learn from you and from the reported 
proceedings that there is some hesitation in the mind 
of the Judge as to the order in which counsel may be 
directed tospeak. The arrangement adopted in the 
former trial, you inform me, has been set aside, it 
having been declined. I had believed and hoped, till 
you informea me of this change, thet the course pur- 
sued then would be adhered to in this instance, and 
relying upon that, | had intended to have appeared in 
court to conclude this case, as I did before. In 
the last case, your speech baving been made, 
you were followed by two or more of the de- 
fendants’ counsel, and when they had ended 
I concluded the case for the prosecution, re- 
sponding to whatever those who immedsately 
preceded me said and expressing such general views 
as were called for upon the facts and the law. It was 
my purpose tn the last trial, and it is my will and wish 
now, to show a determination to have these cases 
thoroughly tried, and to expressin person upon be- 
half of the Government the resolution to pursue these 
accusations by lawful means to their lawful ends, and 
thus convey a conviction to the public mina that there 
was a fixed intention to follow these or any other ac- 
cused men, no matter how high their past position, 
— expose and punish their frauds by due course of 

aw. 

in this trial the Judge himself first suggosted,in de- 

rting from the former arrangement, that the de- 

énse might close, and then be followed by two 
speeches upon behalf of the Government, one of them 
to be delivered by yourself and the other by myself. 
If the Judge will do this I would be satisfied. To 
me it appears to be the proper course tn a case like 
this, complicated as it is, whereinso many defendants 
are involved, represented by so many different coun- 
sel, allot whom, being heard in a body before the 
closing speech of the prosecution, outweigh In num- 
bers and effect that single speech in conclusion made 
for the Government. This order is the one that I 
would suggest, and did suggest at the former trial 
before the order then adopt was thought of or ac- 
cepted. All lawyers know the order of speaking is 
wholly within the discretion of the court, and I de- 
sire you to urge in this case upon the court the fitness 
and propriety of this plan. 

The recorded authorities that I know of show de- 
partures in cases like these from tho ordinary courses 
of litigation, and there are many, no doubt very 
many more, wherein like departures have been made 
in the exercise of this judicial discretion to answer 
the ends of justice that cannot be cited, as such or- 
ders are generally made at trials where they are not 
the subject of record. Let me call your attention to 
Chase's trial, to the Queen’s trial, to O’Connell’s case. 
Those you possess and will use. The text-books con- 
tain but one ene: upon this subject, an undis- 
puted principle, and that 1s, the discretion Is exclu- 
sively with the court, to be exercised according to the 
circumstances, 

In a note like this I do not propose to enlarge inan 
argumentative wey upon the necessities or proprie- 
ties of this case demanding the order that .the two 
may conclude for yp tere ged that you will do 
when the question is discussed and submitted tothe 
Judge. Bat{ again affirm to you it is my conviction 
that in this case of all cases that order is the proper 
one. If the Judge determines to rule that there will 
be but one counsel in conclusion for the prosecution, 
and declines to adopt the former order of speaking, 
then of necessity I am excluded, for I think the case re- 
quires that the knowledge which you have obtained 
in its prosecution shall be used and expounded by 
you fully tothe jury. Itis not only due to_the case 
that you must be heard, but it due to you. You bave 
borne the brunt of this prolonged and bitter conten- 
tion,and it is your righ’, as a polnt of _ personal 
respect, that you shall be heard. I cannot 
an will not supersede you. If, however, 
the Judge concludes to readopt the old order, 
then you will appear as you did and I will conelude as 
before. If the Judge decides that you may speak in 
conclusion and 1 may speak in conclusion, and the 
couns¢l for the defendants: then refuse to be heard, 
asone of them has threatened, and they persist in 
that determination, then I desire to withdraw; for [

THE INFLUX OF IRISH PAUPERS. 
REPORTS SHOWING THAT NO UNUSUAL DIS- 
TRESS PREVAILS IN IRELAND. 


WASHINGTON, May 8—As a result of in- 
quiries made at the State Department to-day, it 
has been learned that the subject of Gov. Butler’s 
recent letter to Secretary Folger, namely, panper 
immigration from Ireland, has been under con- 
sideration in that department. Many reports 
relating thereto have been received, and among 
the most interesting is one from Consul-General 
Merritt, of London, giving the results of an inves- 
tigation made at his request in March by the 
United States Consuls in Ireland. It begins 
as follows: “The reports published on both 
sides of the Atlantic relative to the ex- 
tent and alarming character of the present 
distress among the Irish peasantry have been 
so conflicting and exaggerated that I have 
deemed an inquiry into the real facts of the situa- 
tion would be of service to philanthropists, who 


too often give where charity is uncalled for and 
mistakenly withhold where it is needed. But 
aside from this consideration, Irish distress means 
increasing emigration to the United States, and it 
includes many politieal questions into whieh it is 
not my province to eater. Wholesale emigration, 
aided by Government, is looked upon in man 
quarters as the only relief from the peri- 
odio recurrence of famine, and measures 
are now on foot to send thousand of poor families 
from the * congested districts” of Ireland across 
the Atlantic. Considering the subject in these re- 
spects one of legitimate inquiry, on the 28th of 
Feruary last I addressed a circular letter to the} 
members of the United States Consular Corps in 
Ireland, asking them to make investigation in 
their respective districts and to report on 
the following points; 1. Whether the pnb- 
lished accounts of the distress were sub- 
Stantially correct or were exaggerated. 
2. Whether the prospeets of amelioration ia the 
immediate future were eneouraging. 3. To what 
extent will the existing conditions tend to a more 
rapid emigration to the United States or the Eng- 
lish colonies? 4. Whether the Government, the 
uardians of the poor, or asso¢iations are engaged 
n sending paupers to the United States.”” Consul- 
General Merritt then reviews and summarizes the 
a of the Consuls to these questions as fol- 
OWS: 

I. The reports submitted in reply to the first 
question, while admitting the gravity of the situa- 
tion, generally agree thatthe distress prevailing 
at present is not exceptional in its character, and 
that the published accounts to the contrary are 
exaggerated. Inthe poorer agricultural districts 
the situation of the peasantry is miserable, and ab- 
ject poverty is the rule, but sad as it is, it has been 
the same for years, and has become the normal 
eondition of life. The partial failure of the 
potato crop in certain parts of Ireland has 
to« some extent aggravated the situation, 
The fisheries have again been unsuceessful, and 
the rainy Autumn and Winter, while foreboding no 
good to the crops, have interfered with the work 
of the laborers. In brief, it may be safely assumed 
that the much-talked-of ‘‘ starvation polat” has not 
been reached, however bad the situation may be, 
and that the jocaland Government authorities 
have abundant means at hand to relieve actual 
necessity. 

IL. The prospects of amelioration of the present 
condition in the immediate future are most dis- 
couraging. The Chief Secretary for Ireland, ina 
recent speech, saia that the condition of the poorer 
class of farmers was more deplorable than that of 
any class of people living in any civilized country; 
that there were 67,000 farmers of from 1 to 5 
acres, and 160,000 of from 5 to 15 acres, and in the 
latter class there were not more than from 
8 to 2 acres of arable land in their hold- 
ings. Under’ more favorable conditions the agri- 
cultural interests in Great Britain have suffered 
severely, the present price of farming land being 
tne lowest known.in generations, and the oppres- 
‘sion of bad seasons and foreign competition has 
reduced the Irish farmer, whether tenant or owner, 
to still lower depths of poverty. Tradein Ireland 
is extremely dull. Land is almost unsalable at 
any price, and the unsettled politieal state of the 
country forbids the hope of capital being forth- 
coming to extend manufacturing interests. From 
whatever point of view the subject is looked at 
there is little or no chance for improvement in the 
immediate future. 

III. With great unanimity the Consuls agree that 
the present jcondition must act as a powerful 
stimulus to emigration, and many interesting facts 
are given in their reports to illustrate this branch 
of the investigation. In 1882 the emigration was 
89,566, an increase of 10,847 over 1881, and the present 
year, at the lowest, will certainly show an emigra- 
tion of over 100,000. The total numbers represented 
17.2 per 1,000 of the population as it steod in 1882; 
74.8 per cent. of the persons who left Ireland last 
year were between the aces of 16 and 35, showing 
thata large majority were able-bodied. Of the 
7,426 males who emigrated, no less than 82,955 
were returned as simple laborers. As to farmers. 
the figures for the past three years are: i880, 
1,994: 1881, 2,440, and 1682, 3,140. 

4. As to the question whethér the Government, 
the guardians of the poor, or associations are 
eugaged in sending paupers to the Unite: States 
some diversity of opinion exists, which may be ao- 
counted for by the difference of the localities from 
which the Consuls write. 

In conclusion, Consul-General Merritt says: ‘* As 
to relieving Irish distress by contributions of money 
from the United States, which have always been 
so liberal, the charges have been so frequent in the 
past that muen of this meney has been used for 
other purposes that 1 suggest in the future the ut- 
most eare be taken in choosing the channels 
through which the charity is to be administered.” 

Upon the subject of the reported distress in 
Western and Southern Ireland, Mr. John J. Piatt, 
United States Consul at Cork, writes as follows: 
“{ met several days ago a prominent gentleman 
of this place—a very iatelligent, as well as genial 
and kind-hearted man—whose opportunities of 
knowing Western and Southern Ireland for some 
years past should have been the best, and in the 
course of a brief conversation [| hazarded the 
remark that there was a great deal of distress 
in the coast region of the island. ‘Nota hit of it; 
don’t you believe it,’ was his quiet, emphatic an- 
sver, and then he told meof his experience attend- 
ing the distribution of certain supplies to the ‘dis- 
tressed districts’ in 1880. At points where the want 
was reported greatest, the offieera could not, un- 
less at extravagant prices, he said, employ help 
even to unload the cargoes of supplies, and 
in some casgs, therefore, the naval crews 
had to perform the work themselves. 
The officers would meet, he told me, 
with expressions of contempt at ‘the idea of send- 
ing the people ‘such stuff’ as Indian corn-meai, 
which, as I have learned by domestie experience, 
is considered food fit only for pigs. Again, has 
it ever been told that the mission of the Con- 
stellation to these shores three years ago was 


| an enterprise of doubtful suceess as a charity: 


that the American potatoes went a-begging, 
so to speak, for somebody to eat them: were 
not thought so good as Irish potatoes (notk- 
ine American, I am _ afraid, is thought so 
zood here as that which 1s Irish, and that some of 
them were returned to Queenstown and exported 
to the United States? Such has been a story cur- 
rent here, and reported to me by the high author- 
ity just quoted. The visit of the Constellation 
was, however, a boon in some respects. If it did 
not relieve the poor starving Irish, there were

ments and machinery to extend tneir enterprise 
and establish valuable markets for their pro 
ductions in that section of Europe where 
there is an awakening interest in behalf of 
agricultural implements.

Coilege, with 400 or 500 students, is now established 
near Cintra, (about 18 miles from Liskon,) with a 
farm of many hundreds of acres attached. The 
farm worked by the students un- 
der intelligent and seientific superintendenee, 
with modern tools and methods, including the 
usé of improved agricultural machinery and 
by the most scientific _procsness of fertilizing and 
cultivating the soil. 6 results are seen in clean 
and successful farming and abundant crops, in 
striking contrast with what is to be observed upon 
lands immediately adjoining, where the ancient 
ways of cultivation are still pursued. Here there is 
a@ good start toward elevating and improving the 
agriculture of, Portugal, and making the best 
possible use of the fertile valley lands of 
the kingdom. It is thought here that Amertean in- 
ventions may be made to play an important 

the work of improvement that has begun, and t 
National Agricultural Exposition referred to seems 
to open a good opportunity for their introduction.

THE CHICAGO MARKETS. 


HOW RATES RULED IN THE BOARD O} 
TRADE YESTERDAY.

Cuicaco, May 8.—The leading produce markets 
were less active to-day and less irregular, yet nervous 
and unsettled, So far as the outside public was con- 
cerned, there was more of the * watchivg and wait- 
ing” policy exhibited than for several days previously, 
while the world inside did a good deal of business in 
the endeavor to shape matters to their satisfaction. 
Grain was heavy, but kept up by outside strength, 
while hog products were apparently used as a 
foot-bali—the “cover” to which was a small 
supply of hogs. Provisions were active and un- 


settled. Pork advanced 714 cents at the outset. 
declined 20 cents, and closed nearly the same as on 
Monday afternoon, at $20 124) for May and $20 30 for 
duly. rd advanced 744 cents, declined 10 to 1234 
cents, and closed at an im vement of 5 cents, at 
$12 for May and §I2 12% for Juiy, while Jane 
returned to a premium of 5 cents over July. Short 
ribs closed 6 cents higher, at $10 67% for May 
and $10 874¢for July. The market started up early 
on the fact of small receipts of hogs, which was re- 
garded asa —_— opportunity for unloading, and a 
great deal of long stuff was sold, the supposition bein, 
that it was chiefly by outside parties who had tailed 
on to the dealeariler in the rise and were satisfied 
with the profit effered. One party sold 36,000 barrels 
of pork Monday and yesterday on this basis. The 
big men made no effort to arrest the decline, but 
bought some at the bottom and this turned the mar- 
ket upward. There was a better export demand for 
meats, though most of the orders were said to be at 
prices not satisfactory to sellers; On the afternoon 
call pork and meats were steady, while lard weakened 
to $12 06 for June, dropping to a discount of 5 cents, 
as compared with July, whereas it had been at a 
premium on 'Change. 
Wheat was less active and very nervous. The mar- 
ket ‘advanced 4¢ cent, declined & cent, and closed 
about the ayne oa Beneees last call, at $1 13 asked 
for May and 81163 for July. The British telegrams 
simply noted a firm tone, with quietness, while our 
receipts were some smalier. Outside marketa were 
stronger, St. Louis being quoted 1 to 144 cents higher, 
and this prevented weakness here, due to loecai bear- 
ishness in the absence of outside orders. The opinion 
seemed to be entertained outside that our market is 
“manipulated” and a good thing to let alone, 
which left the course of trading to be 
chiefly determined by home talent. About 
noon the downward tendency was arrested 
by the circulation of a dispatch purporting to come 
from London stating that the Russian wheat crop is 
“so badly damaged as to be a total failure.” Every- 
body laughed at !t, but it had an effect all the same, 
though the reaction was a quietone. It was noted 
that our stock in store actually Increased (nearly) 
48,000 bushels during last) week on limited receipts 
and the epening of navigation, Indicating that thers 
is no foreign demand for our wheat at the prices 
asked for it. Car-lots were tame, the only dis- 
coverable demand being local. September sold 
Only 44 to % cent below the price for August, while 
the year was only 114 to 14g cents below May. On the 
afternoon call July improved 14 cent, but was quoted 
46 cent down On the curb-stone iater, at @l 1644. Corn 
was tame, though moderately active, with not much 
change in prices. The market advanced % to 4s cen 
fell off 54 cent, and ciosed about the same as 
the latest regular prices of Monday, at 
cents for May and 5735 cents bid for July. 
Liverpool reported an advance of 844. per cental, but 
London was called 8d. per quarter lower on cargoce 
to arrive. Onr receipts were nearly as large as those 
of Monday. The local erowd seemed to be pounding 
the market early in the day. and the offerings were 
mostly taken on New-York account, the bears hauling 
off when they found that their offerings were being 
taken. Later in the day some persics who were earry- 
ing corn through this month began to sell it, and 
May corn became. quite heavy, being changed 
over into June at a difference of 13g to 15 cents. 
There was littie else In the market. Shippers did not 
want No. 2, and rejected seemed to be a drug, while 
new mixed was not wanted, except when in favorable 
houses. The receipts of low grades in houses which 
receive from the northern part of the corn-raising sec« 
tion are being very largely diacriminated against, the 
corn being regarded as much inferior to that comin 
from further south.

POISGNEPD BY SEWER-GAS. 
Sanitary Inspector Heinmuller found a few 
days ago in a tenement-house at No. 22 West Sev- 
enteenth-street five persons lying sick with blood 
poisoning, evidently due to the effects of sewer-gas 
whieh permeated the house. On the first floor 
front Adele Ebebald, aged 2 years, her sister, Wil- 


heimina, aged 3 years, and an infant brother, Her. 
man, aged 14 months, were found prostrated. In 
the rear, on the first floor, Sarah McHale, aged 5 
years, was found in a dying condition. On the 
third floor, {n the rear, George Hickey, aged 11 
months, was sick, and Augusta Gerst, aged 18, who 
lives in the front house, was also prostrated. The 
symptoms of tne sick were all similar. Sarah Me- 
Hale and Adele Ebebald died on Monday, but the 
other patients rallied under proper treatment, and 
are new doing well. An examination of the prem- 
ises left no doubt that the sickness had been 
caused by sewer-gas. Recently the Board of Health 
had ordered the old-fashioned closet in the yard 
removed and schoo! sinks substituted therefor. 
The windows of the tenement-house, both front 
and rear, opened on this yard. The workmen em: 
ployed in making the alterations dug up the yard, 
and while they were at work the children were 
allowed to play on the heaps of moist earth satu- 
rated with sewage. The celiar of the house was in 
a filthy eondition. Heaps of dirt filléd up all the 
corners, where the filth had been swept ont of 
sigit and had been left there toaceumulate. Pools 
of staguent water giving forth noxious odors stood 
in the cellar, and the housé generally was in a bad

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair weather, fol- 
lowed by local rains, winds shifting to north- 
east and south-east, stationary or slight fall 
en temperature, rising, followed by falling ba- 
romeler. 


The Mayor’s delay in sending to the Board 
of Aldermen his appointments for the offices 
which became vacant at the beginning of 
this month is suggestive of the difficulty of 
g0 arranging them that all factions will be 
fatisfied. Mr. Epson is apparently acting 
upon the principle which he avowed in Jan- 
uary, that he must select, not the best men 
for the offices, but men whom the Aldermen 
will confirm. As the chief function of that 
body is to apportion the spoils of the City 
among the politicians of the various factions 
in accordance with the bargains of the lead- 
ers, the Mayor must needs become a factor 
In all the dickering. He must see by this 
time how vicious is the principle which he 
consented to adopt, and so long as he fol- 
lows it he will have to share in the re- 
sponsibility for its results. He would 
have served the cause of municipal reform 

much better, and been much stronger in 
promoting it, if he had never recognized any 
principle but that of fitness for the office to 
be filled. 


If it be the intention, as reported, of the 
Civil Service Commissioners to nominate to 
the President as Chief Examiner Mr. 
Cuar.Les Lyman, they and the country are 
to be congratulated. Mr. Lyman is intelli- 
gent, experienced, faithful, and generally 
competent. With the excellent rules pzo- 
mulgated by the President and a man like 
Mr. Lyman in the Chief Examiner’s posi- 
tion, the reform would be in a very fair way 
fo prosper. and the Commissioners would

soon be able to make the public forget their 
recent unfortunate error.

Tricks worthy of the horse jockey and 
the card sharper were freely resorted to in 
forwarding jobs or killing bills not contain- 
ing jobs by the conscienceless gang of Dem- 
ocratic statesmen who have recently puri- 
fied the atmosphere of Albany by 
dispersing. Bills were stolen, pock- 
eted, secretly tampered with, and 
“‘Jost.’’ Lacking the cunning or the courage 
to employ the arts of the sneak-thief, Senator 
GraDY’s committee adopted a method 
quite as reprehensible and equally effective 
in dealing with the bill making the East 
River bridge free to foot passengers, strik- 
ing out its essential clause with a deliberate 
purpose to destroy it. Public sentiment 
and public interest demanded the passage 
of the bill. 

TT RT AT SAE SITES 

Having listened to the powerful argu- 
ments and merciless analysis set forth by 
Mr. Grorce Buss in his address to the 
jury, counsel for the star route defendants 
are between Scylla and Charybdis and have 
not decided upon their course. Shall they 
keep silent and allow Mr. Burss’s argu- 
ments to go to the jury unanswered, or shall 
they try to answer them and thus ex- 
pose their clients to the keen review 
and effective eloquence of that eminent 
lawyer, Mr. Merrick? That is the ques- 
tion which is said ‘to be -vexing the minds of 
counsel and to be especially annoying to 
those who fear that the representatives of 
some of the defendants may try to shield 
their clients by throwing the blame tpon 
The impression prevails 
that Mr. Iyezrsony and his associates will 
decline to speak, and that the end of this 
long trial is very near at hand. 


A bill reorganizing the Common Council 
of Brooklyn awaits the Governor's signa- 
ture. It divides the city into three Alder- 
manic districts, from each of which four 
Aldermen are to be elected. Seven others 
are to be chosen ona general ticket. The 
term of office is fixed at two years, and the 
Aldermen are to serve without compensa- 
tion. This last feature of the bill is wrong 
in principle, and in practice would be 
fruitful in serious evils. If a city has 
need of the services of Aldermen, it ought 
to pay them for their work; otherwise 
their temptation to make money in 
corrupt ways will be greater, perhaps, 
than some who fill the office can 
successfully resist. Brooklyn politicians of 
both parties express the opinion that the 
Democrats would have some advantage un- 
der the system of districts established in 
the bill, two of them, electing eight Alder- 
men, being certainly Democratic. But it 
would be entirely possible by good nomina- 
tions and an active canvass to elect 
seven Republicans for Aldermen at Large. 
The plan is better, at any ate, 
than that of smal] districts represented by 
one Alderman. It might be improved, how- 
ever, by allowing each voter to cast a ballot 
for but three of the district candidates and 
five of the candidates on the general ticket. 


THE SURVIVAL OF TILDENISM. 


It is probable that nothing short of an 
autopsy will so settle the question of Mr. 
TILDEN’s health as to prevent a large num- 
ber of his fellow-Democrats from urging his 
nomination to the Presidency. At the pres- 
ent moment there isa sort of chorus from 
Maine to Texas of declarations that Mr. 
TrvpENn is not only a candidate, but the 
best and sole candidate, for his party’s nom- 
ination. That this general cry for Mr. T11- 
DEN is spontaneous may be questioned, un- 
less the fact that it finds expression in sub- 
stantially the same terms in: the remotest 
quarters of the land may be taken as merely 
a coincidence. Whether spontaneous or not, 
it is significant, for it shows that to a very 
large proportion of the Democratic Party 
to-day Mr. TrtpEn, with his record, known 
of all men, is an acceptable representative of 
their views and purposes, and that he comes 
fairly up to their standard of political hon- 
esty. It not only indicates, but proves, that 
they are content to take him again as a 
leader, and to treat the questions of to-day 
as, under his guidance and dictations, they 
treated those of seven years ago. The fact 
is not encouraging, because there has not 
been since AARON Burk in American poli- 
tics a more conspicuous example of double- 
dealing and hollow and impudent pretense 
than was afforded by Gov. TrLprEn in 1876. 

It is easy to judge of what he and his 
party would do now, were he at the head, 
by what they did then. In 1876 the chief 
question before the country was the resump- 
tion of specie payments. A law had been 
passed the previous year declaring that 
on and after the opening of the year 
1879 the notes of the United States 
should be, on presentation, redeemed in 
coin. That law became, by the 
very necessity of the case, a part of the 
‘* promise to pay’”’ engraved on every note. 
It could not be changed to the disadvantage 
of the noteholder in any degree, much less 
could it be repealed without direct, une- 
quivocal, and flagrant repudiation. The 
Democratic Convention of 1876, under the 
complete control of Mr. Trupen, adopted a 
resolution denouncing the resumption clause 
of the act of 1875, and demanding its repeal. 
Mr, Trupey, in his letter of acceptance, de- 
clared this and the other resolutions to be 

‘‘a wise exposition of the necessities of our 
country.’’ . Declaring that no adequate 
preparations had been made for the 
fulfillment of the promise inthe Resump- 
tion act—a promise which would not then 
mature in more than three years, and which 
was accompanied in the law by ample au- 
thority to prepare for it in time—Mr. Ti- 
DEN asserted that without such preparations 
‘‘a legislative command fixing a day, an 
official promise fixing a day, were shams. 
They were worse, they were a snare and a 
delusion to all who trusted them.” Fol- 
lowing this declaration and the resolu- 
tion of the Convention which it was in- 
tended to enforce, the Democrats in 
the House of Representatives voted on 
the Sth of August, 1876, to repeal 
the Resumption act. This was Tilden De- 
mocracy seven yearsago. ‘To guard the na- 
tional faith by repudiation—open, undis- 
guised, irreparable; to promote national 
prosperity by the most fatal attack upon the 
ultimate safeguard of all prosperity, to de- 
base the Government to the level of thatof 
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civilized country in the world, and this to 


gain the support of: a certain number of 
ignorant men misled by dishonest dema- 
gogues, this was Mr. TitpEN’s conception 
then of what honor and statesmanship re- 
quired. 

It can readily be inferred from this simple 
and ineffaceable record what the Tilden De- 
mocracy of to-day is or would be. It would 
deai with current questions as it dealt with 
the chief question of that time. It would 
reform the tariff by the repeal of internal 
revenue taxes and by burdening the industry 
of the land with higher import duties than 
have ever been laid upon them. It would 
pretend to free trade by imposing new, or 
binding more firmly the existing, shackles 
confining its energies and impeding 
its progress. It would reform the civil ser- 
vice by repealing the law of last session and 
reopening all the subordinate positions of 
the Government to the hungry oftice-seekers 
of the Democracy. It might be expected 
to restrain the excesses of the monopolists 
in transportation, as in manufactures 
and mining, by breaking down such 
restrictions as exist, and giving them 
a tighter hold upon the commerce 
of the country. It would elevate politics by 
the extension of the methods which have de- 
based politics, and secure the independence 
of the voters by fastening more firmly upon 
the party organization the corrupt and de- 
moralizing machinery which in the hands of 
the Tilden leaders have done so much to 
destroy independence. There is a tend- 
ency in some quarters to regard the 
revival of Mr. TitpeEn’s claims to the 
leadership of his party as an amusing 
pleasantry, and there are features of 1t which 
lend themselves to that view; but in the 
light of what Tildenism was so short a time 
since, and what Mr. Ti.pen still is, it can- 
not be denied that a real attempt to bring 
him again to the head of the Democratic 
Party would be a serious misfortune, both 
for the party and the country. 


THE GOVERNOR AND THE AQUE.- 
DUCT. 


It is predicted that the Governor will veto 
the Aqueduct bill. In our opinion it is his 
plain duty todo so. If it is urged that the 
City is sorely in need of the additional water 
supply provided for, and that the need will 
increase rapidly in the next few years, the 
answer is that a year’s delay in begin- 
ning the work does not necessarily sig- 
nify a year’s delay in its completion. 
In the control of a set of politicians it will 
be prolonged in order to give them the ad- 
vantages of its patronage for as long a pe- 
riod as possible. In the hands of a non- 
partisan and business-like commission of 
citizens it would be prosecuted as expedi- 
tiously as the conditions of the project would 
permit. In the control of the former 1t would 
be made as costly as possible in order that the 
disbursement of funds might serve a polit- 
ical purpose; in the latter it would be done 
with prudence and economy. In the end 
We might get the enlarged water supply 
sooner and at less cost by waiting until the 
project could be put in proper hands. 

Moreover, the politicians need to be taught 
alesson. They disregarded the demands of 
the people of this City who are most inter- 
ested in the result and who will have the 
expense to pay. It was made very plain to 
the Legislature that what the people wanted 
and what their interests required was 
a commission to direct the work which 
would be permanently controlled by citizens 
of the highest qualifications who would owe 
nothing to political factions. In spite of 
this fact, the politicians were allowed to pre- 
vail in defiance of sound principles anda 
clearly expressed public demand. Public 
safety and civic rights require that their 
purposes be defeated and that they be re- 
buked. Success in this case will increase 
their presumption and encourage them in 
their. methods. 

The Bronx River works promise an addi- 
tion of 20,000,000 gallons a day to the supply, 
and the Ramapo project, if successfully car- 
ried out, would in two years add another 50,- 
000,000 gallons from an independent source 
and with a largely increased pressure. Fur- 
thermore, we are convinced that much more 
effective measures could be taken for the 
prevention of waste if the Department of 
Public Works were not set upon promoting 
the scheme for a new Aqueduct for politi- 
cal purposes, Let us have something done 
in real earnest for the conservation of the 
present supply, and let us give all reason- 
able encouragement to the Ramapo enter- 
prise, but let the great Croton aqueduct and 
and Quaker Bridge dam wait until we can 
elect a Legislature that will have a decent 
regard for public interests and the wishes of 
the* people. By all means let the Aqueduct 
bill be vetoed. 


M’ ENERY’S SWAMP-LAND RING. 

The exposure of the work of the swamp- 
land ring in Louisiana has led Mr. Jonn 
McEnery, who secured from the State the 
contract under which the operations of the 
ring were carried on, to assert that he made 
no money out of the scheme because he had 
to divide with Col. Rosert G. INGERSOLL, 
and to pay heavily for getting his claims 
through the General Land Office at Wash- 
ington. ‘The statement is also made that 
Col. InGeRso_t has gained possession, as 
part of his pay, of a large tract of good land 
in Louisiana. 

The State had unadjusted claims against 
the United States for about three million 
acres of swamp land. It appears that Mr. 
McENrERY was given authority to act for the 
State in securing the transfer of this land 
to it, and was to receive as pay scrip by 
which he could take one acre of good public 
land in the State for every two acres of 
swamp land transferred. Having pushed 
through the Land Office his claims for large 
areas of marsh and*swamp land worth 12} 
cents an acre, he located with his scrip 
other large areas of good land, or sold his 
scrip to those who bought land with it. Not 
content with this very advantageous con- 
tract, he attempted to get possession of the 
Chalmette battle-ground and one or two vil- 
lages in the same way, and by his bold 
frauds brought about an exposure of the en- 
tire plan. 

lt does not seem probable that he was as- 
sisted in his fraudulent work by the General 


Land Office at Washington, and it is more 
' ss . 
reasonable to believe that he has wrongfully 
; accused the General Land Office for the 
Turkey and Egypt and below that of any | purpose of showing that his gains have 
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been small. If the lands which were cer- 
tified or patented to the State as swamp 
lands, as a result of his labors, are really 
swamp lands, then the Land Office simply 
did its duty, and there was no occasion for 
the use of bribes. Even if part of the land 
certified was not swamp land, it does not 
necessarily follow that the officers of the 
Government in Washington did wrong. 
They may have been deceived by false testi- 
mony. 

Nor will the friends of that distinguished 
infidel, Col. Roszrt G. InerRsowt, believe 
that he went into partnership with McENERY 
and forced him to divide with him the 
profits of the frauds. It is said that Col. 
INGERSOLL has gained a large tract of land 
as part of his share of the proceeds. There 
may be some mistake about this. It is true 
that persons in distant States who are en- 
gaged in enterprises like McENrry’s some- 
times retain the services of shrewd and 
influential lawyers at the seat of Govern- 
ment, and it may be that Col. INGERSOLL 
has acted in a legitimate way as counsel for 
McEnery before the Land Office. If he did 
80, however, he has probably received his 
fee in money, and only an ungrateful 
client, smarting under the lash of ex- 
posure and suffering from temporary aber- 
ration of the mind, would say that his 
regularly retained attorney had forced him 
to ‘‘divide’’ the profits of a fraudulent un- 
dertaking. Col. INGERSOLL has frequently 
declared his admiration for morality. No 
one who does not question the sincerity of 
his many public utterances upon the lecture 
platform and ‘while trying to shield the star 
route defendants can believe for a moment 
that he was the ‘‘ Washington end”’ of the 
Louisiana Swamp-land Ring, and that he 
has taken, as part of his share of the pro- 
ceeds, a large tract of land in the Parish of 
St. James. Mr. Joan McEnerry’s charges 
are probably calumny—rank calumny. 


AN OLD SCANDAL REVIVED. 


The Massachusetts Legislature has adopted 
a resolution certifying to the ability, public 
services, and integrity of the late Oaxes 
Ames, and asking the Congress of the United 
States to take similar action. Mr. Ames was 
a member of Congress during a stormy period 
of our national history. He was sincerely 
and firmly devoted to the cause of the 
Union. In the records of the several Con- 
gresses that sat during his term of public 
service, his name will always be found 
for 
the maintenance of the Union, its armies, 
and its various defenses, but for the meas- 
ures deemed radical and extrd-hazardous 
by many who thought that the end of all 
things was near at hand. Mr. AMES was a 
strict censor, too, in all financial matters 
which affected the efficiency of the national 
Treasury. Happening to discover the rot- 
tenness of a certain army contract, he had an 
army wagon (the representative of its class) 
brought to Washington and exposed, in all 
its fraudulent shoddy, paint, and putty, in 
front of the Capitol, where members could 
see with their own eyes a more striking 
illustration of the justice of Mr. Amgs’s 
short, sharp denunciation of the thieves 
than he could have given in a speech of 
learned length and thundering sound. Mr. 
Oakes AMES was a patriot upon whose 
patriotism and devotion to country no stain 
can rest. 

In course of time it befell that Mr. OAKEs 
AMEs became interested in the project of 
building and equipping a transcontinental 
railroad. Various questions affecting the 
profits of those who undertook the road- 
building came up in Congress after the 
preliminary steps in the prosecution 
of the enterprise had been taken. 
The handling of the vast contracts 
for building the Union Pacific Railroad was 
managed by a concern known as the Crédit 
Mobilier Company. The profits of this cor- 
poration were enormous. Any man who 
owned a few shares of Crédit Mobilier stock 
was sure of a dividend before he paid for 
his shares of stock. It was found, in course 
of time, that several Senators and Repre- 
sentatives held this stock. These men were 
likely to be called upon to vote upon ques- 
tions directly or indirectly affecting the 
value of the shares that they owned. An in- 
vestigation was ordered, and it was found 
that Mr. Oakes Ames had distributed 
among members of the Senate and House, 
without regard to party, the shares of Crédit 
Mobilier stock which these gentlemen held. 
As arule, the dividends in each case repre- 
sented the unpaid price of the stock, as well 
as a small additional profit. 

The House of Representatives of which 
Mr. Oakes AMES was a member passed a 
vote censuring him and one or two Repre- 
sentatives who had partaken of the profits 
of the Crédit Mobilier transaction. It was 
unquestionably true that Mr. AMEs was an 
ardent and sincere patriot, and that the 
work of building the transcontinental rail- 
way, in which he was engaged, was one of 
great national importance. It was, never- 
theless, true that members of Congress were 
bribed, by an allotment of Crédit Mobilier 
shares, to vote for the augmentation of 
the profits of those engaged in that 
mighty undertaking. The exposure of 
that bribery ruined many _ reputations 
before unspotted. One gentleman, ele- 
gant, polished, scholarly, and a con- 
scientious and consistent member of the 
Democratic Party, never lifted his head 
after the exposure of the Crédit Mobilier 
scandal. He died of a broken heart. An- 
other, who had filled a high office in the 
gift of the Republican Party, and who, at 
the end of a long term in a Federal office, 
was about engaging in an enterprise of pith 
and moment, was laid low by the bolt that 
fell, and he disappeared (while yet in the 
prime of manhood) from the politics of his 
country. Others were glad to find in the 
obscurity of private life that immunity from 
criticism, that shelter from derision, which 
they could not ask or expect in the public 
service. 

This is a thrice-told tale. 
the history of the Republic. But, when a 
new generation is almost ready to en- 
ter the stage of political life, it is pro- 
reverse the verdict which 
Congress, supported by an enlightened 
public opinion, passed upon those who 
were engaged in this disgraceful business. 
The man who placed the stock of the Crédit 
Mobilier Association ‘‘.;where it would do 
the most good” is in his grave. How 
far his moral sense wae blunted by 
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self-interest and by the corrupting influence 
of a corrupt and money-making age, 
we will not now inquire. The evil he did 
lives after him. If his memory is resusci- 
tated and fumigated, who shall disinfect the 
men who have courted private life ever since 
he laid before them the glittering bait? If 
there is any later deliberate public senti- 
ment which holds Oakes AMeEs in an esteem 
irreconcilable with his condemnation, who 
shall issue a ciean bill of health to the living 
and the dead statesmen whom it is charity 
not to name? This latest attempt to re- 
gild the reputation of Oakes Ames is due 
to a filial piety which all men must needs 
admire. It is an appeal to theeasy good 
nature of a generation ready to let bygones 
be bygones. But the inexorable trath of 
history demands tlrat the lesson of the 
Crédit Mobilier scandal shall remain—a warn- 
ing and a menace. 
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CHEAP SHIPS. 


There have hitherto prevailed two differ- 
ent theoriés as to the proper method of re- 
viving American commerce. Mr. Jonn 
Roacu has maintained that Americans must 
be forbidden to own foreign-built steamers, 
and that the Government must pay bounties 
to encourage Americans to build and own 
American steamers. On the other hand, 
intelligent men have insisted that if Ameri- 
cans were allowed to buy steamers in the 
cheapest market, they would gladly engage 
in the ocean carrying trade. Both of these 
theories are based upon the assumption that 
steamers can be builtin England more cheap- 
ly than they can be built here. Of course, a 
steamer built on the Delaware at a cost of 
$300,000 cannot carry freight as cheaply as 
a steamer built on the Clyde for $200,000, 
and hence Americans must either be bribed 
with bounties to buy American ships or 
they must be permitted to buy foreign ships. 
It is true that Mr. Roacn asserted a few 
years ago that he could build ships cheaper 
than ships can be built on the Clyde, but he 
has, nevertheless,- found it necessary to 
charge higher prices for his ships than the 
Clyde ship-builders charge. 


It now appears, however, that the diffi- 
culty in the way of reviving American com- 
merce is that Americans have a deep-rooted 
prejudice against American-built ships. So 
strong is their desire to engage in the steam- 
ship business, provided they can employ 
British ships, that they will gladly own and 
sail vessels under the British flag—as the 
Williams and Guion Company has done, 
and as Mr. CorBINn’s new company proposes 
to do—but nothing can induce them to buy 
American steamers. This is evident from 
what Mr. GoRRINGE has just said in an in- 
terview with a newspaper reporter. Mr. 
GORRINGE, as every one knows, has lately 
established a shipyard, and he now says 
that steamers can be built here of better iron 
than can be had in England and at a lower 
price. This being true, how can we explain 
the fact that Americans who want to engage 
in the steam-ship business insist that the law 
forbidding the purchase of foreign ships shall 
be repealed so that they can buy steamers 
built on the Clyde, or at Newcastle, or else- 
where. Nothing can explain this anxiety to 
buy high-priced ships abroad, when they 
can buy better ships at a lower price at home, 
except the assumption that Americans loath 
the very idea of owning an American-built 
ship. 

In these circumstances, Mr. GorrIneGs, 
like Mr. Roacn, has evidently made a 
mistake in offering to build steam-ships. 
Argument is of little use when opposed by 
dull and dogged prejudice. If Americans 
prefer dear and badly built foreign ships 
to fine and cheap American ships, it is use- 
less to urge them to buy the latter. It is 
really doubtful if these pig-headed people 
would accept American-built ships as free 
gifts, so determined are they to waste 
their money on foreign ship-builders. In 
the meanwhile, Mr. Gorrrnes and Mr. 
Roacs# ought to ask for the total abolition 
of the duty on English iron. Since Ameri- 
can iron is cheaper and better, why retain a 
duty which is not protective, and which 
can yield no revenue, but which, on the 
other hand, gives the free traders a text for 
their wicked discourses? 

Fortunately, Bntish merchants are not so 
prejudiced as are American merchants. As 
soon as the former find that they can buy 
ships here cheaper than they can buy them 
at home, they will sell all their British-built 
ships to Germans and Frenchmen and buy 
new fleets from American ship-builders. 
There is neither prejudice nor sentiment 
among British merchants. They will buy 
their ships in the cheapest market, and as 
soon as they read Mr. GORKINGE’S asser- 
tions they will simply overwhelm him with 
orders. 


ANOTHER IRISH PLOT. 


The authorities and the rest of the people 
of Halifax are much disturbed by the in- 
formation which has reached there concern- 
ing two mysterious schooners. ‘These ves- 
sels are said to be loaded with dynamite tor- 
pedoes, which are to be secretly placed 
under all the British vessels in Halifax Har- 
bor and to be exploded simultaneously. Of 
course, the men concerned in this diabolical 
plot are Irish patriots, and also, of course, 
one of them has turned informer, and sent a 
full account of the plot to the Halifax 
authorities. 

That this astonishing story is true, at 
least in itg most important features, there 
is every reason to believe. It has all the 
features of an Irish plot—including an in- 
former—and it is wonderfully adapted to 
secure the immediate independence of Ire- 
land. There is, however, one little feature 
of the story which 1s not strictly true. 
The two mysterious schooners are not 
loaded with torpedoes. Indeed, when one 
seriously considers the matter, 1t would be 
difficult to place torpedoes under all the ves- 
sels in Halifax Harbor. The proceeding 
would inevitably attract attention, and 
there would be gruff sea Capiains 
who would refuse to allow torpedoes to be 
placed underneath their vessels without 
express orders from their owners. The 
schooners in question are laden with some- 
thing far more deadly than dynamite.

Twenty-four hours after the short-cake has 
done its deadly work the schooners will sail 
away from Halifax laden with gold; and 
the wretched remnant of theinhabitants, still 
writhing with colic, will watch the burning 
ruins of their city and pray for Insh in- 
dependence. Such is the true errand of the 
two schooners, and the Halifax people can- 
not be too carefully on their guard against 
them.

An abstract of the report of Consul-Gen 
eral MERRITT on the question of Irish emi- 
gration will be found in our Washington 
dispatches, and is extremely interesting, 
though not very conclusive as to the official 
action of the British Government. The Con- 
suls in Ireland to whom Mr. Merritt sent 
his inquiries for investigation throw doubt 
on the stories of extended suffering in the 
island, though they conclude that much suf- 
fering unquestionably exists. It is a pity 
that their replies were not more definite 
and their search for the truth more sys- 
tematic and intelligent. The story, for 
instance, which Mr. Pratt retails in regard 
to the relief supplies sent over in the Con- 
stellation is pure fiction, and the ‘genial 
gentleman”’ who stuffed him with it must 
have taken advantage of Mr. Prarvt’s inex- 
cusable ignorance of facts long ago pub- 
lished in this country by the New-York Her- 
ald. Whatever may be the policy of the 
British Government at the present time, the 
fact that nearly 75 per cent. of the emi- 
grants of 1882 were between the ages of 15 
and 35 shows that no considerable number 
of helpless persons were deported in that 
year. But there seems sufficient ground for 
asking information directly from Great Brit- 
ain as to the extent, nature, and conditions 
of its efforts to relieve and prevent distress 
in Ireland by assisting emigration. 


The City Council of Chicago has yielded, 
temporarily at least, to the telegraph companies. 
Some time ago this Council passed an ordinance 
requiring all telegraph wires within the city limits 
to be taken down and placed in underground con- 
duits before May 1. The companies promptly ap- 
pealed to the courts, and temporary injunctions 
were granted restraining the city from enforcing 
the ordinance. Now the same Couneil, in a meet- 
ing where hard things were said and confusion pre- 
vailed, has passed another ordinance, by a vote 
of two to one, which allows the companies 
to erect iron poles and string upon them their 
wires, bunched in cables. These privileges are 
granted temporarily, it is said, until the Mayor and 
Councilmen shall have discovered by thoreugh in- 
quiry whether there is or is nat any practicable 
underground-conduit system. There is room fora 
suspicicn, however, that the companies have al- 
ready used convineing arguments with the Conuncil- 
men, and that these very substantial poles, which 
must be ‘‘neatly painted,” will come to stay. The 
careful investigation of the subject which is to be 
made by the electrical companies in this City may 
enlighten the Chicago authorities if they are really 
in search of trustworthy information. — 
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The Bar Association of this City has re- 
ceived a new impulse, and the way in which it 
should work has been indicated to it in the clearest 
possible manner. Some ef its members are pur- 
blind, however, and would refuse to follow the 
path pointed out to them if it were not that they 
are led forward by their cléearer-sighted and more 
energetic associates. To the General Term of the 
Supreme Court is due the credit of urging on the 
association which, without the prod that the 
court has administered to it, would continue 
to move along without a tangible object in 
view. When the members of the association were 
informed at their meeting last night that the court 
had appointed it as the Referee to take testimony 
and report whether or not the prayer of a dis- 
barred lawyer for restoration te his former place 
should be granted. most of them laughed, and re- 
marked that the Judges were joking. It need- 
ed the most earnest work of some of the 
others to induce them to believe that a sim- 
ple duty, which was within the province of 
the association, had been put upon it. If it 
isnot proper for the association to advise the 
court to exercise or withhold its clemency, it is 
hardly more proper for it as an association te pur- 
sue and prosecute lawyers whom it considers to 
have acted unworthily. The more acute mem- 
bers saw at once lastnight that the General Term 
had recegnized the fact that the association should 
be given a practical opportunity “ to maintain the 
honor and dignity of the profession of the law” 
and to promote “the due administration of jus- 
tice.”” There was no good reason for laughter at 
the order of reference. 
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With all the experiments that have been 
made in the way of rapid transit in New-York, it 
is strange that the construction of a cable road has 
never been seriously thought of. Such roads are 
successfully operated in a number of American 
cities, and it is claimed for them that they are 
cheaper than horse railroads, and that the cars 
make much better time. Recent improvements 
in the sable railroad have been introduced in Phil- 
adelphia with such success that they are to 
be extended to the two cable roads that 
have been in operation for nearly 10 years 
in San Francisco. <A _ stationary engine at 
one end of the line on a road of this 
description, keeps in eonstant motion an endless 
cable in a narrow cavity with-an opening three- 
quarters of an inch wide between the rails. Each 
train of two or more cars is attached to a 
“dummy” containing the neeessary machinery. 
On the bottom of the dummy is an instrument 
called the ‘‘grip,”’ automatically adjusted so as to 
firmly seize this cable; s0 long as the “ grip” holds 
the cable the cars are in motion, and when it is de- 
sired to stop, by a simple device the hold of the grip is 
released. The chief eomplaint about the eable roads, 
hitherto, has been the frequent bloeks; the grip on 
one dummy would get out of order, or by some 
hitch in the machinery so wrench the cable that 
a stop would be necessary, during which along 
line of cars would be formed, filled with impatient 
passengers. The newly invented improvements do 
away with the ‘“‘dummy” altogether, and a per- 
fected “grip” is attached to the bottom of each 
car so as to make it possible to run che cars sepa- 
rately. Instead of a trench lmed with masonry a 
cast-iron tube will be provided for the cable. It is 
asserted that the cost of running a cable road un- 
der the old system was about one-half that ofa 
horse railroad, and that now the cost has been still 
further decreased.

Tne Auditor of the Post Office Department 
has sent to fourth class Postmasters a circular 
which will gladden their hearts, for it declares 
that their pay has been increased, the additional 
allowance beginning on March 3. Some indica- 
tion of the amount which the department must 
pay because of a legislative blunder before the 
date on which letter postage will be reduced 
is afforded by the statement that there are 
44,798 Postmasters of the fourth class and 
only 2,095 in the three other elasses. The 


| pay of all these fourth elass Postmasters was in- 


creased, according to the recent decision, on 
March 3, and they will receive the additional al- 
lowance until Oct. 1. A Postmaster who reeeived 
only $120 a year before March 8 will be allowed 
$200 from that date. The change can be shown very 
plainly by another example. The Postmaster who 
received under the old law $560 as eommiasion upon 
annual sales amounting to $1,400 wiil be allowed 
$840 from March 3 on anuual sales of the same 
amount. These salaries will be reduced. however, 
on and after Oct. 1, but the additional expense 
caused in seven months by this biunder will proba- 
bly force the department to ask fora large sum of 
money in addition to the sum appropriated, $9,250, - 
000, for Postmasters’ salaries in the soming fiscal 
year, and another sum in addition to the amount 
given for the same object im the current fiscal rasr.

WALTER W. CONCKLIN. 

Walter W. Concklin, said to have been tne 
oldest merchant on the west side of the City, died 
at his residence, No. 107 West Eleventh-street, at 
an early hour yesterday morning. While descend- 
ing the steps of the elevated railread bridge at 
Chatham-square to take a train for City Hall, April. 


A blood ves- 
sel was ruptured and erysipelas resulted, from 
whieh he died. Mr. Concklin was bern in this City 
March 2, 1798. Le was the son of Walter 

a Huguenot, who was engaged in the salt trade. 
which he established before the Declaration of 
Independence. In 1820 Mr. Concklin estabtished! - 
himself in the wholesale grocery and provision 
trade, and his father’s business was merged 
with his own. Mr. Concklin was succeeded by 
his sons, Samuel M. and Thomas L. Concklin, 
and Jobo O. Moore in 1855. Later the members of 
the new firm retired. After leaving his business, 
Mr. Concklin was elected President of the Irving 
Savings Institution.in which capacity he contin- 
ued until 1877, when he was succeeded by J: 
Castree. Mr. Concklin, a year afterward, again 
took the office and held it until 1879, when he was 
made Treasurer and Mr. Castree President. He 
held the Daya of Treasurer up to the time of his 
death. He had been for many years a Director of 
the Merchants’ Fire Insurance Company, and was 
at one time a Director in the Irving National Bank. 
A wife, one son, Thomas L. Coneklin, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Heriry Stevens and Miss Catharine 
Concklin, survive him. Tke funeral services will 
take place at the late residence to-morrow after- 
noon at 4 o’clock, and the interment will be in the 
family plot in Green-Wood the following morning. 
A meeting of the Board of Directors of tne Irving 
Savings Institution was held Pmecngs 5 afterneon, 
at whieh resolutions on the death of Mr. Concklin 
were adopted. The Directors will attend the 
funeral in a body.

TELEGRAPH POLES IN CHICAGO. 
CnuicaGo, May 8.—The City Council, aftes 

midnight last night, amid great confusion and 
after an acrimonious debate, passed the ordinance 
granting to the District Telegraph Company ol 
Chicago the right to erect poles within the 
city for stringing telegraph wires. placed 
in’ oables. Under the existing ordinances 
all the telegraph companies were to have 
been compelled, on the Ist of the present month, 
to place all their wires under ground, but 
the operation of the law was delayed by an in- 
janction granted by the courte.

ASTORAFOF WIND AND RAIN 


‘THE DAMAGE WHICH IIT VAUSED 
IN A FEW MINUTES. 


EXTRAORDINARY SEVERITY OF THE STORM 
IN PATERSON, N, J.—HOUSES THROWN 


- -: DOWN IN BROOKLYN. 

4 rain and wind storm followed by thunder 
end lightning raged in this City and neighbor- 
hood for a few minutes, beginning at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The storm was extremely 

severe in the neighborhood of the Battery. 

The ferry-boats listed heavily to one side. The 
sbip Zephyr, Capt. Spengel, which arrived from 
Bremen last Saturday, and was anchored in the 
Bay nearly opposite Castle Garden, dragged her 
acchors until she was almost driven on the rocks 
near Governor's Island. She ‘signaled for a 
tug, and the Mary Hogen went to her assistance 
and took her back to her former moorings. 
The rain poured down in streams, and the wind 
suddenly increased its velocity to 31 miles 
sn hour. Pedestrians in the streets ran 
to places of shelter and gave up the un- 
apeleced sidewalks to the storm, and those who 

brave its fury were drencned to the skin. 
“The storm was of short duration; it was a local 
one,” said the wise menat the Weather Bureau, 
aud in half an hour the sun’s rays had pierced 
the ciouds and were illuminating a beau- 
tiful rainbow that epanned the Brooklyn 
bridge. The wind died away, the weather 
cooled down, and the evening was pleasant. 
The flag-staff on the St. Nicholas Hotel was blown 
down, and a fragment of it fell upon Hoary Clark, 
of Varick-street. and*broke his left arm. The flag- 
staff on Father Drumgoole’s Newsboys’ Home was 
aiso blown down. A chimney in the rear of the 
Appleton Building, No. 1 Bond street, was strack 
by lightning and was demolished. The falling 
bricks broke a portion of an iron picket fence in 
the rear of the structure. A tree was blown down 
in front of No. 204 Sullivan-street. A large bang- 
Ing sign belonging to J. Mendelson was blown 
down from the building No. 687 Broadway. 
Seven frame houses in course of erection were 


own in Brooklyn. Five of these were on 
ot rene, between Sixth and Seventh 


streets, and two on Middleton-street, near Harrison- 
cone Adam Astor, who was working near the 
Middleton-street bonuses, had bis left lez and hip 
badly injured by the flying boards. He was taken 
to bis home, at No. 261 Powers-street. The dam- 
age caused by the blowing down of the uufinished 
heuses is estimated at $1,000. 

The house of Police Offesr Andrew J. Wool- 
drize, No. 132 Kosciusko-street,was atruck by light- 
ning. The chimney was knocked down and the 
ceiling of the second fioor fel) in, but the inmates 
of the house escaped without injury. 

About 5 o'clock a small tornado passed over a 

of Paterson, N. J.. doing much damage ina 
lew minutes. The force of the hurricane was 
manifested in Spruce-street and its imme- 
Ziate vicinity. The slate roof of a large three-story 
stone building of the Ivanhoe Paper mill was com- 
ely wrecked, slates being wrenched off and 
nt flying in all directions. One slate was hurled 
through the window of the office of the Rogers 
Locomotive-works, 100 feet away, just as a man 
was closing the window. The slate his 
jhoulder, slitting his sleeve like a e, and 
buried itself in an adjoining partition. Win- 
fows of the erecting shop of Rogers, Locke 
works at Market and Spruce streets were blown in 
—sashes and all—by the wind, and solid timber 
foors heavily bolted and barred were shivered 
into splinters. The chimney of the same building 
toppled over into Market-street. Jefferson Mill, of 
Rogers’s works, rocked and swayed so frightfuily 
that the workmen fied precipitately. The upper 
part of the gable end of Barbour's Buiiding on 
Spruce-street, near Grand-street, was blown out 
into the street. Barbour’s granite mill on Grand- 
street was partly unreofed and windows were 
blown in. The extensive coal sheds under the 
canal bank at the head of Spruce-street were 
lifted into the air and dropped into the 
canal. Maxy houses in Jersey-street were 
much damaged. A young woman was standing at 
the window of 2 house in Jersey-street. with an in-. 
fant in her arms, when the window was blown in 
and pieces of the glasscuat the baby and injured 
the mother and child. A tin peddier and his wagon 
were eoming down Grand-street eut, when the 
wind lifted the wagon top 100 feet in the air, 
dropping it far off. The peddler was hustled about 
among his tins. A team of amannamed James 
‘was going up Grand-strest anda team of a man 
named Fereuson was coming down. Both became 
unmanagable, and ran into each other with such 
force that the pole, with chains attached, of Fer- 
guson’s truck was driven four feet into 
and through one of James's horses, and the pole 
of James’s wagon was driven through the breast 
and shoulder of one of Ferguson’s horses, tearing 
one leg out. Ferguson was badly hurt. The wind 
also ripped off the temporary tin reof of the Ro- 
man Catholic church at Main and Grand streets, 
depositing the tin in front of Father McNulty’s 
parsonage adjoining, so as to bleck up the entrance.. 
and break many windows. The wood-work dropped 
509 feet away, near Barbour’s mill. In the south- 
eastern part of the city, in Bond, Straight, and 
neighboring streets, chimneys were blown down. 
Thrift’s lumber sheds were unroofed and the tom- ; 
ber was scattered far and wide, and trees were 
aprooted. The storm iasted about five minutes. 
As the 5 o’clock train from New-York, on the Erie 
Road, neared Clifton the engineer saw a tel b 
pole blown down on the track, and he stop f 
train just in time to avoid an accident. :

BUTLER’S BUSY TERM. 


MAKING THINGS LIVELY IN MASSACHUSETTS 
—VETOES AND MESSAGES. 

Boston, May 8.—Gov. Butler sent to the 
House this afternoon a message on insurance mat- 
ters. He says the required examinations of in- 
surance companies by an Actuary have not been 
made for several years, and their condition is not 
known. Of hisown knowledge he is aware that 
one or two companies are notin asound condi- 
tion. He says there is not a sufficient force in the 


Insurance Department for the necessary examina- 
tions and not funds enough for the employment of 
extra officials. He recommends a ehange in the 
law so that funds enough can be appropriated to 
carry on this necessary business of the State or the 
creation of anew office of Actuary, with a suffi- 
ejeut salary. 

Gov. Butler to-day told the Tewksbury Inves- 
tigation Committee that ne hoped to finish 
his side of the investigation this week. Mr. 
Brown says it will take him until June 1 to 
get in his testimony. At the hearing to-day, 
Mre. Catherine Moran, of Lawrence. the seeond- 
hand clothing-dealer, testified that she had bought 
a large quantity of coats, shawls. dresses, So. 
from the Marshes, but they belonged to the offi- 
cials who sold them, and in nocase had she bought 
what she believed was pauper clothing. Dr. Ed- 
ward Bacon, testifying, said he was at the Har- 
vard Medical School from 1875 to 1878, and had 
taken humen skin to be tanned. Mr. Brown said 
the Governor had failed to connect the tanning of 
skins with Tewksbury. and he protested against 
the intreduction of such evidence. 

Mrs. Mary Walker, another old-clothes-dealer, 
testified, but said she had dealt with the Marshes 
only once, and had no reason to believe the 
clothes came frem Tewksbury. 

Charles Marsh took the stand, and the Governor 
asked if allthe books had been produeed. The 
witness said he hed found a number of books re- 
lating to the institution in closets, &c., of which be 
had known nothing, and which he bad never seen 
before. He explained nis method of recording 
the watches and bank-books of the inmates, and 
said all he had received were recorded. 

The Legislative Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the facts regarding the alleged 
invalidity of Gov. Butler’s first veto held a 
secret session this morning. One of the Gover- 
nor’s private secretaries was summoned to testify, 
bat he refused point blank to make any statement. 

Tbe House this afternoon suspended its rules 
and passed and sent atonce to the Senate all the 
charities appropriation bills before acted on, in- 
ciuding the bills for Tewsbury Alms-house, Con- 
cord Prison. and the imstitutions at Monson, Sher- 
born, Bridgewater. and Lancaster.

THE YALE CREW AT WORK 


A RAPID STROKE AND PLENTY OF 
PRACTICE. 

THE MEN.IN FINE CONDINION AND CONFI- 
DENT OF DEFEATING HARVARD—THE 
RECORDS OF THE CREW CANDIDATES. 

Nrew-Haven, May &.—The stroke which the 

Yale crew wiil pull this year is that which they 

pulled last year when they were defeated by the 

Harvard men by three seconds. It is known 

as the rapid stroke, in distinction from the 

slow English or Cook stroke. It is the belief 
of the crew that their failure to win last 
year was not the fault of their stroke. Capt. 

Hull takes the ground that while it is not good 

poliey to sacrifice quality to quantity. a rapid stroke 

of good style, executed with regularity and pre- 
cision and backed by the necessary staying power, 
will result in the production of the highest rate of 
speed. Believing this position to be sound both 
in theory and in practice, the crew will follow the 
same rule as to style of rowing as they did last year. 

The result, however, will be very different, unless 

their experiments with it so far are misleading. In 

all the four-mile practice spins so far undertaken 
the stroke has been from 40 to 42 per minute— 
never less than the former. Last year the crew 


‘rowed over the Thamvus River course in faster 


time than any Yale crew ever did before. This 
year they confidently expect to go over it, under 
equal conditions, considerably faster. Their time 
last year was 20:50%, that of Harvard 
being 20:4744—three seconds slower than the 
best Harvard time, which was made in 1878. Capt. 


Hull speaks thus confidentiv from a knowledge of 
what the Yale men have done in their practice. As 
to the prospeet of winning. that he says will de- 
pend altogether on how wel! the Harvards do; if 
they come in ahead they will have torowata 
quicker pace than they did a year ago. 

It is impossible now to name the cight men who 
will row against the Harvard eight this year. The 
coach, T. R. Hillard, ’88, Captain of his class crew, 
thinks that a number of changes may be re- 
quired. These will be settled in the course 
of the next two or three weeks. The crew 
now has two regular training rows daily, one 
at 10:30 in the morning and one between 5 and 6in 
the evening, the latter being the long ay of the 
day. Certainly no Yale crew and probably no col- 
lege crew in the country ever did so much prelim- 
inary work or were in a more advanced state of 
preparation for a race seven weeks before the 
date assigned for it than are the men to row 
egainst Harvard the lastof next month, Seven 
of last year’s crew are among those now in 
the boat, and it is presumed that most 
if not allof thom will row again on the Thames 
this year. The sevenare: No. 1, Henry R. Flan- 
ders, bow, weight, 169 pounds; No. 2, Joseph R. 
Parrott, weight, 184 pounds; No. 3, Louis K. Hall, 
Captain, weight, 187 pounds; No. 4, N. T. Guern- 
sey, weight, 17944 pounds; No. 6, William H. Hynd- 
man, weight, 189 pounds; No. 7, Fred W. Rogers, 
weight, 172 pounds; No. 8, Henry J. Folsom, stroke, 
172 pounds. With the addition of Storrs, who was 
graduated last year, this would establish the 
eight that pulled against Harvard in 1882. 
The post of No. 5 is now occupied by Frank G. 
Peters, 85, a promising candidate for a fixed posi- 
tion in the shell. He weighs 188 pounds. He rowed 
in the winning Freshman crew in the Lake Salton- 
stall class races last Fall, and was the rusher of the 
foot-ball team last season. Henry E. Bourne, ’83, 
who was a substitute on the crew a year ago, be- 
gan — with the present crew as No. 3, 
and has been rowing permanently there, until 
recently. He isa fine athlete, and nad the work 
which Capt. Hulllays out been less arduous he 
would still bein regulartraining. A few days ago, 
however, it was decided to be better for him to be 
off, for 2 while at least, as ne was losing flesh at a 
rate which promised soon to place him badly out 
of condition. Since beginning work he has lost in 
weight 16 pounds or more. C. B. Hobbs, ’84, has 
been in training for the place of substitute, and 
there are three or four other men who may be 
classed as candidates, and who might be made 
available provided any particular chauges in the 
crew as at preseut constituted should be deemed 
essential. Should all the veteran members of the 
eight row this year it will be the fourth race for 
Hall, Folsom, Guernsey, and Rogers, and the sec- 
ond for Parrott, Hyndman, and Flanders. 

Rewing was begun Feb. 15 in the barge, and Feb. 
27 in the shell. Floating ice, cold weather, and 
rough water made the work difficalt at times, but 
notwithstanding these obstacles not more than two 
or three days were missed altogether. As protec- 
tion against the ice the bow of the shell was 
plated with numerous folds of carpeting. Even 
in the practice spins of February and March 
not less than four miles was rowed in each 
days’ practice. But the regular training was not 
supposed to begin until April» Since the Ist of 
that month not a day has been missed, and the 
practise row has on no oceasion been fora dis- 
tance less than four miles; two days it was six and 
a half miles, and on one occasion it was extended 
to over seven, this being the longest continual spin 
of the whole. Afterthe long row from 15to 20 
minutes is usually spent in shorter spins for coach- 
ing. Since the men began this course of training their 
average reduction in weight has been 84% pounds. 
Bourne’s was much larger, he having lowered his 
avoirdupois to 153 pounds. Outside of the rowlng 
practice the erew follows no gympasium training 
or any other athletic exercises. Their condition is 
wonderfully good, considering what they have 
gone through, and from present appearances they 
will be able to endure the ordeal to the close. The 
diet followed is quite liberal. For breakfast they 
have beefsteak, lamb chops, and egzs; for din- 
ner soup, fish, roast beef and mutton, and 
chicken, and for supper a repetition of 
the morning bill of fare. In the way 
of beverages they are limited to water, milk, and 
iced tea. Only three of the crew have drank ale 
since they went into active training, and those 
three restrict themselves to a single glass taken 
with dinner. So far no boils or other indications 
Genoting impure blood or an unhealthy physieal 
condition have appeared among the candidates. 

The coxswain is D, B. Tucker, °83. His weight 
is 115 pounds. The coxswain of last year’s crew 
weighed only 87 pounds. ‘The shell used last year 
will probably be used again. It has lately been 
fitted up with new and improved appointments. 
Keast, the Fair Haven boat-builder, and formerly 
the builder for the Oxford crew, of England, is 
making the crew a new cedar boat, but they think 
it doubtful whether they will find it any improve- 
ment, and will make nochange unless well satis- 
fied to the contrary. 

Capt. Hall and other members of the crew think 
the Harvard men are playing a game of bluff; that 
the reported disability of Curtis, the stroke, and 
the talk of the broken-up condition of the Harvard 
crew generally is merely a pretext to throw their 
rivals off their guard. The defeat of the Harvard

OPPOSED T0 PAGE’S BANK BILL. 
ADDITIONAL VIEWS OF SAVINGS BANK OFFI- 
CERS ON THE SUBJECT. 

Jobn A. Latimer, Cashier of the Brooklyn 
Savings Bank, was asked by a Tores reporter yes- 
terday to give his opinion in regard to the Page 
Banking Dill. Mr. Latimer said that he himself 
snd all the officers of the bank to which he be- 
jonged, as well as those of all other first-class sav- 
mgs institutions in Brooklyn, were decidedly op- 
posed to the bill, “It isa dangerous measure,” 
wid Mr. Latimer. ‘“ I consider our present laws in 
relation to savings banks as good as are needed 


for the protection of aapeeeems. It is better not 
to meddle with them, and they are certainly not 
ing to be imptoved by this bill. Railroad mort- 
ds are not safe securities in which to in- 
vest trust funds, and they had better be let severe- 
ty alone.

ABUSES IN THE PRODUCE TRADE. 
SUGGESTIONS FOR AMENDMENTS BY MR. 
WASHINGTON WINBOR. 

Mr. Washington Winsor, President of the 
New-York Mereantile Exchange, has sent a mes- 
page to the Executive Committee of that Ex- 
phange calling their attention to certain abuses in 
the produce trade which he believes should be cor- 
pected. He says that the trade has driftedto avery 
dangerous system of paying “sight drafts” upon 
goods in a majority of eases before the goods have 
prrived here, and no opportunity has been given 
for the use of any judgment as to their value. 
i* This system,” he says, ** has been forced upon 
‘the trade bya class of men who attempt to do 
business without capital; consequently they have 


everything to gain and nothing to lose so long as 
their drafts are paid on sight by merchants bere, 
wvho will take their judgment as to the quality 
vaine of the goods.” No prudent merchant, 
. Winsor believes, should pay drafts on assign- 
ents until he can exchange his aceeptance for the 
in his own store. This holds good of butter, 
and eges more especially than any other 
of produce, on account of their perish- 
nature. By this system, which is tolerated 
any shipper in the West with a capital 
jof $1,000 may do a business of $50.00, and every 
ue of that amount at the risk of his consignee in 
ew-York. The Exchange should reguiate this 
amatter, and that is also the opinion of honest ship- 
pers in the West. Another custom that is to be 
deplored as a danger to legitimate business is that 
of making advances upon consignments and 
warrying them without interest on such 
gpdvanees. In this way merchants § are 
upon to do what no bank or 
meyed institution won!ld do for them. In re- 
to the question of commission for the sale of 
utter, cheese, and eggs, Mr. Winsor says 
some uniform system of commission 
that may be considered reasonable and 
r should be recommended by the trade. 
r. Winsor says, further: “‘I know of my own 
owledge firms who are members of this Ex-

lis, seem to regard it as of the least conse- 
«fuence that they should be paid, and coolly tell

The Mayor had informed him- 
self, and Mr. O'Connor wanted the same chance, 
Alderman Wells approved Mr. O’Connor’s remarks, 
and added that the selection of the Commissioners 
had not given entire satisfaction to the people of 
the annexed district. The bulk of the population 
was in the Twenty-third Ward, and no Commis- 
sioner had been chosen from that ward, although 
two had been taken from the Twenty-fourth 
Ward. Mr. Wells voted, however, to confirm Mr.

The ward detectives are trans- 
ferred to the Detective Bureau at Police Head- 
quarters, and the ¢ommanding officer there will in 
future assign detectives for duty under the charge 
of the commanding offieer of the several inspection 
district offices, precincts, or squads. There 
will be two grades of detectives, to be known 


as detective sergeants and detective officers. De- 
tectives are ordered to report through their inter- 
mediate commander to the officer in charge of the 
Detective Bureau; but in ail cases when imme- 
diate action may be required on the part of the 
officer in charge of the Detective Bureau, or in case 
the detective shall be of opinion that immediate 
action is necessary. then he is authorized to report 
direct to the officer in command of such bu- 
reau. The detective system will now have 
but one head, and all will work  to- 
gether, it is claimed, without clashing or 
interferenee with each other. The rivalry between 
the central office detectives and the precinct de- 
tectives will cease, and better work will be the re- 
sult. On the other hand, it is said by these opposed 
to the consolidation, that the detective work in 
previncts will not receive the attention that it did 
under the old plan which has existed since the 
organization of the Metropolitan Police;in 1857; 
that by delocalizing the precinct offieers their inter- 
est and pride in the precincts will cease, and there 
will be little or no effort to keep the precincts rid 
of thieves. Another element of diseord, it is 
claimed, will be the taking of the precinct detec- 
tives out of control of the Captains and making 
them, to a certain extent, independent of their 
commanding officers.

* ANOTHER EXTRADITION CASE. 

On the receipt of a cable dispatch from the 
Chief Constable of Manchester to arrest James 
Rothwell, alias Richard Davies, of Lancashire, 
England, for forgery on his arrival in this country, 
United States Commissioner Osborn issued a war- 
rant and intrusted it to Deputy Marshal Bernhard. 
The dispatch stated that Rothwell sailed for 


America on the Cunard steam-ship Seythia, 
on April 28 and on the arrival of that 
vessel yesterday afternoon, Deputy Marshal 
Bernhard arrested a man answering the de- 
scription sent inthe dispatch and whose baggage 
was marked Riehard Davies. The prisoner was 
taken to Ludiow-Street Jail last night, locked up, 
and will to-day be brought before United States 
Commissioner Osborn for examination. The 
amount of the forgery and other particulars are 
not yet known. The prisoner, who is ahout 45 
years of age,and was neatir dressed, acknowl- 
edged that his name was Richard Davies, but de- 
clared that be had no alias, and never set foot on 
Laneashire. He claimed to be a farmer, whose 
home was in Knighton, in Radnorshire, South 
Wales, where he has a wife and six children. 
He was very much affected by his arrest, and as- 
serted over and over again that-it was a case of 
mistaken identity. When he was in Queenstown, 
| he said, a detective came up to him and, addregs- 
| ing him aud laying his hand on his arm, exclaimed, 
“ I shall see vou again,” and Davies attributed the 
dispatch to thisman. He could not understand, 
however, how he could be charged with forgery, 
as he hac not gotinto trouble with anybody. In

A LODGE OF WOMEN DIVIDED.
